SMC assets 
sold; Goodwin 
retains control

SANTA ANA, CA, DEC. 12 

A legal battle between owner 
Michael Goodwin and fellow 
motorsports promoter Mickey 


: Thompson for control of Sta- 


dium Motorsports Corporation — 
the southern California firm which 
promotes specified AMA Supercross 
Series events — was won today by 
Goodwin in federal bankruptcy court. 

Goodwin, who was backed by the 
finances of southern California bus- 
inessman Charles Clayton (no rela- 
tion to Cycle News President Charles 
C. Clayton), purchased SMC assets 
for $125,000 cash and $500,000 in 
securities. 

The buyout will lead to the forma- 
tion of a new company, reportedly 
called Supercross, Inc., and guaran- 
tees that SMC-promoted Supercross 
events will be held as scheduled. 
Legally, the new firm will be owned 
50% by Clayton and 50% by Good- 
win’s wife Diane. Realistically, it’s 
nothing more than Stadium Motors- 
ports with a new name. Goodwin, 
who has no legal interest in the new 
firm, will be retained to manage the 
company for an annual salary of 
$240,000. 

The struggle for control of SMC 
began in 1985 after an independent 
trial judge awarded Mickey Thomp- 
son Entertainment Group $400,000 
in damages following dissolution of 
a short-lived partnership between 
MTEG and SMC in 1984. While 
awaiting appeal, the liability has 
grown to about $800,000, including 
attorney's fees and interest earned on 
the initial judgement. That appeal is 
expected to be heard late 1n 1987. 


SMC filed Chapter 11 under fed- 
eral bankruptcy law earlier this year

I hope that the dialogue started by 
Mr. Dave Holeman s recent guest edi- 
torial will be remembered two, four, 
and six years from now. We have few 
friends and many enemies in politi- 
cal offices. When it comes time to vote, 
it should also be remembered that 
OHV use is nota strict partisan issue. 
In California, we have many Demo- 
cratic friends who have sponsored 
helpful OHV bills and there are also 
some Republicans who türned out to 
be only fair weather friends.

At the watchdog level, the Califor- 
nia OHV Commission (five of six are 
OHV owners and four are AMA mem- 
bers) just voted to require helmets, 
prohibit riding double, spend no 
funds for competition facilities, and 
increased the maximum fine for no 
Green Sucker to $250. With friends 
like that, why worry about our ene- 
mics. 

How many users knew of these 
issues? There were less than six users 
and no reporters at the Commission 
meeting. Ihe source of the apathy 
sighted by Mr. Holeman looks to be 
like the chicken or egg first story. If 
the users do not care, then why should 
the capitalist press cover it? But, if the 
press does not publicize it, how could 
the users know to be concerned? A 
real “Catch 22” situation. 

With so many enemies, a “loose 
cannon” approach is warranted. 
Thumbs up to Dave “Loose Cannon" 
Holeman. I ike a famous desert duck, 
he is part of the solution, not part of 
the problem. Everyone of us is one or 
the other.

Interview: Freddie Spencer 


Fast Freddie's back! 


By Henny Ray Abrams 





Any recounting of 1986 would be incomplete without the inclusion of the 
strange tale of double World Champion Freddie Spencer. After becoming the 
only rider in the history of motorcycle road racing to win both the 250 and 500cc 
World Championships in a single season, Spencer virtually vanished from the 
paddock. His absence from Daytona caused a variety of rumors that went from 
the abominable to the absurd. Worst of all, there was no way to check on thern. 

After dropping out of the first Grand Prix of the year, the Spanish GP at 


Jarama, Spencer's season was, essentially, 


over. Hoping for a recovery that never 


came from the tendinitis that struck him, he waited until after the Austrian 
World Championship round in July to have the operation which he hoped 
would cure the problem with his right wrist. Except fora press conference at the 
French GP at Paul Ricard, he wasn't heard from again. 

When we called him in early December to find out what he'd been up to, he 
told us that he'd been testing the Honda VFR750 superbike at southern Califor- 
nia's Willow Springs and would be at Daytona riding his 500 GP bike and the 
superbike. When he suggested we come to Daytona to talk with him we imme- 
diately agreed and sent contributing editor Henny Ray Abrams, who over the 
last five years has covered about half of the Grands Prix for Cycle News. Mr. 


Abrams filed this report...Editor. 


Spencer's test at Willow, aboard the Honda 


superbike, had gone so 


well that Honda 


decided to have his 500 shipped from Japan 
to Daytona where Team Honda riders 


Wayne Rainey and Bubba Sho- 
bert were testing Dunlop and 
Michelin tires on their updated 
superbikes. Ihe purpose, for 
Spencer, was to get as much time in 
the saddle as possible and to verify 
that his right wrist was, indeed, fit 
and could withstand the rigors of 
next year’s sixteen-race World Cham- 
pionship Series. 

Looking trim and fit in a brand 
new set of white, red, and blue HRC 
leathers, Spencer was the first one on 
the track and it wasn’t long before the 
unmistakable high-pitched whine of 
the Honda NSK500 spinning its rear 
tire going up the banking was heard 
in the pits. A suspension problem 
kept him from going full-out, but he 
was turning high 1:54’s nontheless. 
His superbike times were slightly 
slower. 

The testing donc, we returned to 
the patio of his hotel room and 
started talking. From the beginning 
one thing was clear: Spencer saw this 
as his chance to set the record straight 


on the events of 1986 and his answers 
sometimes became excruciatingly 
detailed. (A transcript of the taped 
conversation runs 19 double-spaced 
pages long.) He wanted the truth to 
be known and addressed every ques- 
tion put to him. 

There are, however, a few things 
that he is still reluctant to discuss. 
Although he explained the reasons 
for his absence from this year’s Day- 
tona meeting he was reluctant to dis- 
cuss the details and it was apparent 
that he was as surprised as anyone at 
how greatly he was affected. Neither 
did he want to discuss his split from 
Rothmans, even though it was ob- 
vious to even the least observant on 
the Grand Prix scene that their’s was 
a marriage doomed from the start. 
The parting was mutual. 

We began by looking back on 1986 
and ended by looking forward to 
1987. And if his physical problems 
are behind him, as he and his doctors 
believe, 1987 will certainly be the 
most exciting GP campaign since the 
classic one of 1983. 





When did the trouble with your wrist 
begin? 

Probably the only things, all the 
things that happened with the wrist 
and all that, I told the entire truth the 
whole time about them. And talking 
about the year and the problem and 
what started the problem, well what 
really started it was when I fell off the 
250 at Silverstone in August of 1985 
and I broke my hand—broke these 
two fingers. My wrist swelled up and 
I got through that race because I had 
to ride to win the 250 World Cham- 
pionship at Silverstone and the 500 at 
Sweden, and then I came home and 
found it was broken and it became 
sore that week. I had the choice of 
going to Italy that week and shooting 
itup with cortisone just to get by. But 
the doctor that I have has seen all the 
effect that has on a person—on your 
bones. It gets you through that partic- 
ular moment. It’s a quick fix. And 
you know for a football game or 


something you're going to cach par- . 


ticular game just like each particular 
World Championship race. 

This is getting into the philosophy 
and my philosophy is that you do 
whatever it takes to win or you try to 
do whatever you can. But I don't do 
this from week to week. I do it for the 
long term. 


That started it and then I went to 


Suzuka and fell and I think I hurt my 
arm, kind of just banged it up. I 
played tennis a couple of times dur- 
ing the winter and it bothered me a 
little bit, my elbow and kind of my 
forearm. And so I was treating it. It 
wasn't something I just ignored. 
When was the first time you got on a 
bike after that? 

The first time I got on a bike was in 
Spain. (Jarama in May of 1986). I 
tested on the Tuesday two wecks 
before the race. And I went out the 
first day and everything was fine. I 
was in rcally, really good shape. That 
first day 1t was fine. 

The next day it just started aching 

like tendinitis, which I've suffered 
before. It goes way back to high 
school. In any athletics where you 
suffer, you may have a particular 
weak area. So I'd suffered from it 
before. 

I went home and got it treated and 
went back to Jarama. I was real care- 
ful in practice and taking it easy in 
qualifying to save it. Because I knew 
that what we'd done was one of those 
quick fixes. And I went out in the last 
session and was fast qualifier and we 
got the bike working good. Then in 
the race it started bothering me on the 
third or fourth lap The 15th lap of 
the race, it was about halfway... The 
hardest thing for people to under- 
stand 1s that they don't see you bleed- 
ing. At least I think the hardest thing 
is that they don't see you bleeding or 
whatever. 


But you must have known before the - 


race how it would feel. 

Sure, but it’s no different than (foot- 
ball players) Tony Dorsett or Terry 
Bradshaw. He could tell you stories 
about shooting his stomach up with 
cortisone because he'd tear his stom- 
ach muscles. The coaches know, thc 
opponents don't know. You go in 
and do the best job you can. 

And what happened was it got to a 
point that it wasn't the pain or the 
swelling, it just stopped working. 
See, as soon as the nerve got pinched, 
which was this nerve in the wrist, 
that's: what was happening. They 
couldn t tell that until they opened it 
up. That's why the scar is so big. The 
nerve is bigger than normal and 
that’s a development of all the years 
of riding or whatever. It’s just a par- 
ticular problem that I encounter. 
Do you think that you made a mis- 
take in waiting until after the Aus- 
trian Grand Prix at Salzburg to get it 
operated on? 


. In retrospect, I probably should have 
donc it right away, but I was like 


everybody else and I thought it would 
get better right away. That's some- 
thing that almost every athlete suffers 
from, the feeling of being somewhat 
invincible and fortunately I took two 
races off, Italy and Germany, because 
they said with the tendinitis if 
nothing else is wrong it should take 
this amount of time and then go back 
out there and hopefully make up the 
difference. I didn't want to just 
struggle along and go back out there 
and end up hurting something else. 
There's so many different things that 
can happen and that could go wrong. 
Looking back it probably would 
have been better if I would have 
known about it at the end of 1985. 
Then I could have had the operation 
and had the winter to recover from it. 
Why didn't you ride all winter? 
I never do. 
You didn't do any testing? Usually 
you do some. 
Right, usually we do some. I didn't 
test in February or race at Daytona. 
And that's a question that is still 
being asked, why weren't you at Day- 
tona? It strikes me that there never 
was an explanation offered and 
people are still curious. 
Well, I'm certainly not unfeeling as 
far as a lot of things are concerned. It 
does matter to me what people think 
about me and respect my ability. 
Maybe a lot of people feel that I don't 
care about what anybody thinks, but 
I mean that's not truc. I get the feel- 
ing sometimes that they automati- 
cally assume it's something other 
than what it might be. 


I think that if there is an assumption, _ 
the assumption I get is a certain dis- 
tantness. That you're not one of the 
guys, you don't hang out with the 
guys, you don't act like the guys. 
That may go back to when I was 
younger. I grew up in an environ- 
ment where I was different than eve- 
rybody else because I raced motorcy- 
cles. 1 grew up in a neighborhood 
where no other kid had motorcycles. I 
went to a private school where most 
kids were brought to school in BMW's. 
It could go back to upbringing or 
anything. 

I certainly, and this 1s the truth, 
don't feel that I'm better than anyone. 
I respect Eddie (Lawson) and I know 
his feelings toward me, but that's the 
truth. And I respect the other people 


. out there. T just try to be the best that I 


can be and I understand that assump- 
tion. And I’m not saying that I'm 
totally..well, Ido understand, maybe, 
where they could get that from. 

When I was younger I was real shy. 
I could not speak 1n front of a class. 
And there were a lot of things I had to 
overcome where I had to get up and 
act likc a professional. Sort of like 
you could maybe build a wall that 
you don't realize sometimes. 


Which brings us back to the point 
that the only way that people are 
going to accept you or know you 
better is if you can be more... and I 
don’t know if it’s more expressive, or 
more open or more accessible . . . 

I think I’m always honest. 


The explanation, then, that I have 
gotten is that you missed Daytona 
because it was a series of bad things 
that happened at the same time. 

All at the same time. That's the bot- 
tom line. 


‘Physical? 


Physical, personal, emotional. All of 
it came together at one time. 

The physical part would be brought. 
on by the emotional. And all of a 
sudden it’s time to ride and I’m a 
professional and I know what it takes 
and I have my own standard and then 
you get down on yourself because 
you know you can’t perform to your

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Following the Daytona test session, Spencer reported his right wrist, 


which had been operated on last summer, 


standards. And the people around me 
knew it. Honda knew it, I was honest 
with Honda. Of course, Erv (Kane- 
moto) and the people at home knew. 
Do you think you should have 
handled it differently? Do you think 
Honda should have handled it dif- 
ferently? 

I think both. Honda didn’t know 
how to handle it. All of a sudden it 
was an unfortunate situation for eve- 
rybody. Now in retrospect, looking 
back on it I’ve matured a good deal. 
It’s like I told somebody, I’m glad 
what happened because I view racing 
differently now, I view life differ- 
ently, I view a lot of things...you 
grow up in a shell. And everything in 
your environment is totally controlled 
and you almost become machine- 
like. And now I’m able to express my 
feelings better and more comfortably. 
And I do want people to underatand 
me more comfortably. That I’m being 
honest and I hope that they respect 
that or appreciate it or mainly just 
accept 1t. 

Yes, I probably should have come 
down (to Daytona) and had a press 
thing and said, "Listen, this is what 
happened. Ihis is not the end of my 
career. I've won three World Cham 
pionships, I'm getting ready to start 
off the Grand Prix season. Honda 
knows that and I'll be ready in 
Spain.” 

Looking back even farther you 

wouldn’t go through the same things. 
You learn trom experiences, but like 
I say it’s a situation where I’m glad it 
happened in one aspect because it 
showed me ways tn which I can 
improve and be morc open and things 
that I wanted to improve. But I 
wouldn't want to buy a ticket and get 
back in linc. 
How does 1986 compare to 1984 when 
you were unable to retain your title? 
Much worse. Much worse from the 
standpoint that at least in 1984 I had 
a chance. It was easier in one aspect 
in that it wasn't the first time that I'd 
experienced a physical problem, it 
wasn’t the first time that I'd expc- 
rienced failure in the physical ability 
to perform. But it was harder from 
the standpoint that it was out of my 
hands. 

I did everything I could to rehabili- 
tate it and I took the proper amount 
of time. And after testing today 
(Wednesday, December 10), I believe 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that it’s 
going to be better than ever. 

When did you make the decision not 


"felt good.” 





to do any more racing until the Japa- 
nese Grand Prix at Suzuka this past 
September? Was it after the operation 
or was it a gradual thing? 

It was after the operation. Before the 
operation which was on Thursday, 
June 12—the race at Salzburg was on 
June 8—I talked to Honda that day. 
They knew up front. I wanted them 
to know before I had the operation 
that that was the choice I had. I could 
either possibly race the next week (in 
Yugoslavia), go through the exact 
same thing and be halfway compcti- 
tive. Even in the state I was in I could 
run in the front. We discussed it, they 
said they understood. They just 
wanted to know roughly how han it 
would be. 

Before the operation the doctor 
said the normal carpal tunnel surgery 
would require rchabilitation for two 
months. After he operated he said I 
had two choices and I ought to get 
some other consultation. We con- 
sulted with a couple of other doctors 
who were really experienced in this 
type of problem. 

I was told you have two choices. 
You can either rehabilitate the proper 
amount of time, which for a normal 
person could be eight to 10 months, 
because they had to strip all of my 
tendons which were so frayed from 
all the tendinitis that I'd. suffered 
before and were just worn out, they 
had to rebuild that area. Or I could go 
right back out and possibly never 
race again. And if that’s not a shock 
to you, then...you know, That was 
tough. That was really tough. 

Well it’s tough in a way, but in a way 
it’s obviously not tough. 

It's tough because the decision is 
pretty much made for you. I under- 
stand that. But it was tough because 
every day I was getting calls from 
Europe from people saying...Mainly 
the thing that was tough was that I 
thought people didn’t believe me. I 
don’t think they felt...I don’t really 
think that they didn't believe me 
because when I went over there they 
acted like they believed me. But I 
think they felt that there was some- 
thing more to it and it probably 
stemmed from the Daytona thing. I 
do understand that now, but it’s 
probably still from all the obscure 
things and not knowing what went 
on from the beginning and so I’m 
taking part of the responsibility for 
the whole thing. 

If it had been handled properly 
from the beginning...I didn’t want 





my credibility damaged because I was 
being honest. I was telling them what 
I was being told because I did realizeI 
had to do that from how the other 
thing (Daytona) was handled. 

So I went to France to Paul Ricard 
after the surgery for a July 20 press 
conference. I went over there because 
I wanted them to understand. 

But you had a press conference before 
that. 

Right, I went to Germany, but that 
was before the surgery. I went then 
just to tell them that I was coming 
back for Austria- And I went over 
strictly to just say that. 

Did anyone ask you to go over there? 
Did Honda or Rothmans ask you to 
go? 

They wanted me to, but I wanted to 
also. In fact, I went over and con- 
sulted with a doctor there in Ger- 
many on behalf of Honda. And he 
told me that I couldn't race—that 
weekend especially. So I went over 
and did that in Germany, and went 
back to race Austria, had the surgery, 
went to Paul Ricard. 

I went over and I did have thc scar 
so thev could see that of course there 
had been surgery performed on my 
wrist. I knew that people believed 
that. And after that it was pretty 
much just recovery. We said at the 
time that I was going to try to come 
back for Suzuka and I told Honda up 
front and that's why I took Terry 
Eberhard, my physical therapist, over 
because 1t was 50-50. I wanted to try 
to ride. 

And what happened there? 

I rode for two days on the 250 and 500. 
I could barely ride the 250 about six 
laps. The problem was my right arm 
had about 25-percent of the strength 
of my left. It wasn't a strange ques- 
tion, but one of the Japanese journal- 
ists asked, ‘If you knew that it wasn't 
strong enough they why did you 
come?’ And my reply was, and 1s 
today, because you don’t know that 
it’s only 25-percent until you try and 
inside you want to try. You can't 
measure it. I knew that it wasn’t 100- 
percent. You feel that responsibility. 
There's no way you can measure your 
grip strength with an instrument or 
by riding a street bike? 

I could squeeze a tennis ball and I 
could get down and do push-ups and 
I rode a street bike, but that's not the 
same and the problem was that Suz- 
uka is over a two day period of really 
constant riding. And living in Shreve- 
port (Louisiana), that's part of the 
problem too. Ihere's not a regular 
race track anywhere near there. And I 
waited until the last moment to get in 
all the rehabilitation the off-time, 
recovery time that I could. Because 
my doctor said...his last words were, 
'T 1l see. vou early.’ 

Like I said at the press conference, 
LII take full responsiblity for not rid- 
ing. Honda, of course, would like me 
to ride. I do appreciate that they 
understand. And I try, that's the only 
thing I can do. 


And they didn't pressure you at any 
time this ycar to come back sooncr? 
They wanted me to. But as far as 
them demanding that I come back 
and ride, no. And there are lots of 
reasons that I want to come back per- 
sonally. But it feels good to come 
back for the people that believe in 
me. And just like this sponsorship 
deal, if no one would give me a ride, I 
believe that Honda would support 
me. 


What about Rothmans? Did they 
want you to come back more than 
Honda? 

Yes. I believe that they were doing 1t 
from a strictly sponsorship thing. 
Honda and I have a long relationship 
and it's more than just a... 

Morc than just markcting. 

Right. The racing and Mr. Oguma 


(director of HRC) knew I was hurt- 
ing too. They want to win races. If I 
can't perform, if they don't believe 
that I can come back and win they 
wouldn't sponsor me and I wouldn't 
want to ride. So, of course, it’s not a 
charity thing or anything like that. 
And I provided them...I kept them 
aware of everything that was going 
on twice a week or whenever news . 
would come along. So they knew 
what was going on and that was real 
important. And the communication 
is what i didn't want to suffer because ~ 
that can destroy a relationship. Sure 
Rothman's put more pressure on 
Honda. And that's from the Furo- 
pean side of where a lot of it was 
stirring up. 

And that pressure, is that what 
caused you to look for another spon- 
sor this year or ride just for Honda? 
It was. Honda’s decision. The teams 
are smaller and it was probably just 
better for everybody. You know, with 
thc problems of this ycar it’s almost 
like having a fresh start. And Wayne 
(Gardner) and Roger Burnett will be 
Rothmans-sponsored. 

And they'll have the same equipment 
as you? 

Yes. 

And you'll have a team which is 
undecided yet. 

Undecided, right. At this point it will. 
be with HRC, factory-backed like it 
was at the beginning. And I’m going 
to do a press conference in February 
somewhere in Europe, in Japan, to 
announce my plans and the future 
projects that I have under way. And 
I'll most likely do a press conference 
at Daytona also. The public and the 
press will be well informed. 

In the future I would like to possi- 
bly be involved with my own team as 
a rider and with Erv, of coursc, being 
involved it'd be great. 

What happened to the sponsorship 
deal that Bob MacLean was report- 
edly putting together for you? 
Mainly it was just Honda’s decision 
that they wanted to keep it in house. I 
wasn't directly involved with that, 
Erv was. Erv had the authority from 
Honda to get involved. That's when 
everything was undecided on what 
was going to happen with anything 
and then as the plans got more 
refined, Honda wanted to keep it in 
house. 

Why did they change their minds? 

I don’t have any idea. I really don’t 
know. I think it was mainly that they 
wanted to keep control of it. And 
Bob’s real independent and that’s the 
way Bob likes to operate and I respect 
him for it. 

What's the difference between Mac- 
Lean’s deal and the deal you would 
get if you secured an outside sponsor? 
It would be that the sponsor would 
deal directly with Honda at this 
point. If I get a sponsor it will be a 
direct involvement with the tactory 
deal. At first. It would have to be at 
this point just from an organizational 
standpoint because they have all of 
the equipment and trucks and every- 
thing else. As you probably know 
from Paul Butler and Kenny’s (Rob- 
erts) Lucky Strike team, how long did 
they work on that Lucky Strike deal? 
A whole year. 

Actually the original contract was | 
made before that by Jim Doyle on 
Randy Mamola's behalf. So it does 
take a long time to put a deal 
together. 

It does. That's the hard thing about 
now. 

Was it tough to go and approach 
potential sponsors given what hap- 
pened this year? 

It was difficult for them from the 
standpoint of in the back of their 
minds they were wondering whether 
I would race again.

leam Husqvarna's Dave Bertram and his 
430cc Automatic droppeda total of 23 points 
to claim top honors ın today’s running of 
the 160-mile long Los Ancianos Motorcycle 


Club's Tecate 250K Enduro. 
Twelve points separated Ber- 
tram from second overall and 
first 250cc finisher, KIM rider 
Bill Berroth, while Husky rider Chip 
Howell captured third overall (second 
Open) with a 45-point score. Honda 
riders Grant Palenske and Lowell 
Spiva rounded out the top five, fin- 
ishing second and third 250. 

In the 125/200cc class, Honda- 
mounted Peter Postel (125cc) edged 
Cagiva rider Charles Halcomb (125cc) 
tor the class win and ended up sixth 
overall. Donnie Simone rode his 


Kawasaki KD X200 to a third in class 
and 13th overall. 
Malcolm Smith, riding a 1987 430cc 


Husky, claimed the Senior class win 
(18th overall), beating Morris Nor- 
man and his Husky by just five 
points. Richard Christian. finished 
third. 

Over 180 riders started the event 
which began a few miles east of the 
town of Tecate, and when it was all 
over, 111 riders crossed the finish 
line, nearly eight hours after the 
event started. 

The first wave of riders left the start 
at 6:45 a.m. under dark and overcast 
skies and headed into the first of three 
loops. Ihe first loop was the longest 
of the day at approximately 59 miles, 
then followed two 50-mile loops. 

With a straight 24-MPH speed aver- 
age, the first two checks of the day 
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Malcolm Smith (left) and Scot Harden rode the Tecate enduro. Smith 
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captured the Senior class win, while Harden finished 15th overall. 


saw most of the front runners take 
zeroes, including Larry Roeseler, Ber- 
roth. Howell, Brent Wallingstord. 
Palenske, Postel, Halcomb, Smith, 
Scot Harden, Bertram and Dick Burle- 
son. Riding a four-stroke Husky, 
John Haaker was one of a few that 
burned the second check. 

It wasn't until the third check that 
the leaders started dropping points. 
No riders zeroed this check but Ber- 
tram and Roeseler were thc only rid- 
ers to drop only one minute. At that 
point, 1t looked as though the rest of 
the enduro would be a Roescler/ Ber- 
tram duel, with Postel, Berroth, Har- 
den, Spiva, Palenske and Halcomb 
close behind after losing two points 
at the third check. 

It was after the third check when 
Berroth came close to losing it all. “I 
dove off one of the sandwash cliffs,” 
said Berroth. “Larry (Roeseler) was 
right ahead of me, and he blew up a 
bunch of dust in this left hand turn. 
On the right side of the turn was this 
about five-foot cliff into a sand wash. 
When I saw it, I couldn't stop in time, 
so I jump into it so I wouldn't nose- 
dive into the ground. After I got 
going again, I rode down the wash a 
little ways to where I could climb out. 
I lost a couple of minutes because of 
this.” 

Berroth wasn’t the only rider to 
bail over the cliff. “I went off that 
cliff, too," said Postel. “I went over 
the bars when I landed, but I didn’t 
get hurt. A lot of guys went off that 
cliff.” 

It wasn’t until late in the first loop 
that the enduro took a major turn of 
events. Ihe problem was that a lot of 
riders found themselves with empty 
gas tanks before the first gas stop. 
Some of these riders included Roe- 
scler, Palenske and Burleson. ‘The 
actual mileage to the first gas was 59 
miles," said Roeseler, “but I really 
didn’t think it was going to be that 
far, and I didn't carry any gas with 
me. So it was really my fault. I ended 
up borrowing some gas from a guy. 
We put his bike higher than my bike 
and took off my oil and breather 
hoses and connected them together. 
We drained some of his gas into my 
bike, but as it turned out, it wasn’t 
enough, because I ran out a little bit 
later at the same place Grant Palenske 
ran out. We sat there until the same 
guy came by and we borrowed more 
gas from him. We made it a little bit 
farther until we ran out of gas again! 
This time we got gas from some Mex- 
icans one mile from the gas stop.” 





This lengthy episode cost Roeseler a 
total of 26 points and Palenske 11. 

"I ran out of gas a couple of times 
about five miles from the first gas," 
said Burleson. “I had to walk back to 
the last checkpoint where there was a 
guy who had crunched his bike in the 
rocks. I borrowed gas from him. All I 
could find was a beer can, so I had to 
walk back to my bike up the trail, put 
a beer can's worth of gas in it, ride it 
back up to this guy's bike and then 
transfer it. Needless to say, I was there 
for a little while." Burleson lost 16 
minutes here. 

After a 16-minute break (if they 
were on time) at the gas stop, the 
riders headed back out on the second 
loop. At this point. Bertram held a 
five-point lead over Berroth, who 
zeroed all but one check during the 
second loop. Berroth dropped three 
points 1n one check, while Bertram 
burned a check and lost one point at 
the same check Berroth lost three. 
Spiva also dropped three points in 
the second loop, while Howell and 
Palenske each dropped five. Postel 
burned three checks in the second 
loop, costing him six points. “I never 
thought I would burn a check at 
Tecate,” said Postel. “Normally you 
go as fast as you can and you're usu- 
ally sull late to the checks.” 

At the 116-mile mark, the riders 
came into the second gas, which 
combined as the lunch break. The 
Los Ancianos M C. supplied the rid- 
ers with a hot wet towel to wash their 
faces, drinks, hot sandwiches, choco- 
late bars and even hot fudge sundaes 
before they set out on the final and 
tightest loop of the day. 

Heading into the final loop, Ber- 
tram held a fairly comfortable lead 
over second-place rider, Berroth. Ber- 
tram had 13 points compared to Ber- 
roth's 20. After Berroth followed Pos- 
tel (22), Howell (25), Palanske (33), 
Spiva (33) and Halcomb (36). 

Ihe first check into the third loop 
came less than a mile out. Since the 
riders knew the third loop was going 
to be tight, the check was there wait- 
ing for any rider who thought about 
getting a head start. Most of the riders 
zeroed it, and the section that fol- 
lowed was tight and led the riders 
down a long and winding hill called 
Nasty Trail. At the bottom of the hill 
was the second check that caught Ber- 
tram one minute late. Berroth, Roe- 
seler, Palenske, Postel, Halcomb and 
Harden all dropped twos. 

The remaining five checks were all 
pretty much special test sections,

missed a reset. I think the sign was 
down or something, and I just rode 
right by the reset, and that’s why I 
burned the check by four minutes 
and lost 17 points. I thought I was 
behind, so I never bothered looking 
at my roll chart.” 

Many riders missed the reset but 
since the section was so tight, not 
very many of them burned the check, 
in fact, itactually helped many of the 
riders that were far behind. 

When it was all over, Bertram had 
racked up a total of 23 points, casily 
capturing the win. Howell finished 
second Open ahead of Haaker, Roe- 
scler, Wallingsford and Harden. 

Despite burning the second-to-last 
check of the day by four minutes, 
Poste] wrapped up the 125/200cc 
class win (sixth overall). beating Hal- 
comb by four points, 51-55. Simone, 
Garner Palenske and Kit Palmer (all 
riding 200cc Kawasakis) rounded out 
che top five. 

Berroth's 35-point score gave him 
first 250, finishing 13 points ahead of 
Palenske. Third, fourth and fifth 250 
went to Spiva, Al Baker (Honda) and 
Steve Zoll (KTM). 

“It was a really fun event," said 
Bertram. “The only real problem I 
had was that my silencer cracked 10 
miles out from the start. It was pretty 
loud and it drove me nuts and I’m 
sure everybody else around me, too. I 
also poked a hole 1n my gas tank, but 
I really don't know how that hap- 
pened. I had to pack extra gas with 
me so I wouldn't run out." 

"I had a super good time," said 
Bertram, “and T'ld like to thank some 
of my sponsors like O'Neal USA, 
Metzeler, Bel-Ray, Autolite and Smith 
Goggles.” 

“I haven’t had so much fun riding 
a bike in a long ume," said Harden. 
“I hadn't run an enduro all year, and

Smith said, “‘I burned some checks, 
but I just don’t go as fast anymore.

Schreiber tops Head 
in El Trial de Espana

LITTLEROCK, CA, DEC. 7 

Searching for a home after its long stay at 
Saddleback Park, El Trial de E5pana tried its 
fourth site in four years for its 17th annual 
get-together. 


Bernie Schreiber completed 
a sweep of the weekend's action 
at Littlerock with a cliff-hanger 


victory over Scott Head. Schrei- 


ber prevailed 26 to 28 after beginning 
the final five-section exhibition loop 


National Champion Scott Head pressured Schreiber right up to the last 
section. Head dropped three in that section and had to settle for second. 


tied with Head. Head moved two up 
after cleaning section one, then 
dropped back to a tie by taking ones 
on the next two sections. Both cleaned 
section four. Then, Head, riding first, 
took a three in section five, requiring a 
double footing after a slip near the 
exit. Schreiber, needing a three or less 
to win, guided his new Fantic through 
the long, technical section with a 
single dab to clinch his eighth career 
victory. 

Lane Levitt, with three wins, and 
Head, with two, are the only other 
riders to win more than once. Other 
victors include Sammy Miller, Mar- 
land Whaley, Michael Lauxen, and 
Dwaine Walters. 

The loss of Saddleback and then 
Indian Dunes has prompted the recent 
venue shifting of the event designed 
to raise funds to send local riders to 
Europe to compete. To date, the only 
three riders to score World Champion- 
ship points overseas — Schreiber, 
Whaley, and Head — first ventured 
overseas as a result of the event con- 
ceived by Fred Belair. 

Indian Dunes hosted the event in 
1984. Then, after the Dunes closed, 
the ATA opted for a summer event at 
Big Bear in 1985 before returning to 
the traditional year-end scheduling 
for 1986. 

Insufficient funds in 1985 prevented 
that year's ATA number one, Matt 
Pritchard, from traveling to Europe. 
However, Pritchard who repeated as 
ATA Champion in ‘86, did go over in 
1983 as the number two rider along 
with 1982 Champion Dwaine Walters. 

The event attracted 78 starters, a 


drop of 28 in two years. The 1984 trial 
at the more accessible Indian Dunes 
brought out 106 starters. Entries well 
in excess of 200 can be remembered by 
ATA veterans. 

ATA president Craig Hunter co- 
ordinated the event and supervised 
layout of the spectator sections. ATA 
vice president Matt Pritchard and 
treasurer Clive Hannon also played 
key organizational roles. Other con- 
tributors noted in the program includ- 
ed Duane and Carol Stone, Amy Prit- 
chard, Bob Scott, Michelle Lettclier, 
Dave Pyle, Marie Hannon, Billy 
Hunter, Dave Whittle, Gary LaPlante, 
Manfred Lauxen, Art Webster, and 
Boyd Bernard. j 

The morning's single Expert loop 
saw Schreiber jump in front 9 to 13 
over Head, followed by Andy Saum, 
15, Mark Manniko, 21, Dave Pyle, 23, 
and Matt Prichard, 25. 

All other classes rode two loops in 
the morning before parking their 
bikes to watch the Experts in the 
afternoon exhibition sections.

Section four asked the riders to 
scale a nine-foot tall portion of the 
canyon wall, float, drop back down 
to the creek, then turn tightly to 
assault a steep slab before returning 
to the creek. 

Section five presented a seemingly 
endless technical challenge zig- 
zagging among boulders of all con- 
figuration near the edge of the creek. 

Head’s 10 on the first lap of the 
spectator sections tied him with 
Schreiber who dropped 14. Andy 
Saum scooted in with a 13. The two 
contenders turned on the talent on 
the final loop: Schreiber lost three, 
Scott dropped five — three on the 
final section.

But that was on your mind too. 
Sure, if I would be physically able to 
efend and to perform. That was the 
only thing. Now, that’s nota problem. 
But it’s also very late now. 

t is very late and that has hurt for 
sure. There’s no doubt because it 
takes a long time to put a deal 
together. Companies just don't work 
that fast. They have to plan well 
ahead, plus it takes a lot of money to 
run a team. And when vou re dealing 
with especially American companies 
„they can be international, but if 
vou're dealing with the American 
group it's an education process oncc 
you get to those people. And just get- 
ting to that point takes a long time. 
So the lateness and the fact of not 
having the best year of my career has 
been a detriment. But I have à posi- 
tive attitude about what's to remain. 
When did vou decide that you were 
going to race again? Did you ever 
come to a point this year when you 
said that you didn't want to race 
anymore? 

There were down times when I won- 
dered if it was worth it. Because not 
being a money situation or being 
away from if, I felt that either two 
things would happen. One, that I 
would get to the point that I didn’t 
really fecl anything toward it any- 
more and I'd be away from it long 
enough that I really didn’t know 
what I was missing. Or the other 
thing 1s, which is what happened, I 
realized that I didn't want to go to 
work every day or whatever—no, 
that's just a joke. I joked about it on 
TV at home. Some people under- 
stand it. Or I'd get to the point that I 
really missed 1t, missed that feeling 
and it’s a big part of me. Racing has 
created everything that I know and 
how I deal with life 1s based on that 
tOO. 

So what have you done for the last 
year? You did therapy, obviously, 
and you did a lot of thinking. But 
there are a lot of hours in the day. 
Yes, but I have other things, a car 
dealership. And I've restructured my 
motorcycle dealership with new per- 
sonnel over a period of time and just 
tried to occupy the time with projects 
like that. Creating a marketing stra- 
tegy with all of my businesses. 

But we've heard that your venture 
into the Japanese market didn’t work 
out. 

It didn't. 

But at one time you were selling 
apparel quite well. 

Yes, but fortunately I didn't put any 
money into it. It was strictly a licens- 
ing deal. 

It was very small. It sold a lot of 
T-shirts, but it wasn't the type of pro- 
ject that I would want to undertake in 
a professional way. So, there again, 
I'm re-doing a lot of projects like 
that. If. something like that ever 
happens again it would be done a lot 
differently. 

Fortunately, my income is not 
derived from things like that. 

It seems that the hardest part about a 
recovery is the mental part. If you're 
not always occupied you start to 
think about it. 

All the bad things. You think about 
all the things that could go wrong. 
So how do you fight that? 

You have to stay occupied. And also, 
the people around me. Sharon Town- 
send (Spencer’s girlfriend), we met in 
February. Butch Bolen (longtime 
friend), Marcia Fuller (secretary of 
Freddie Spencer Racing), Erv. Erv 
and Marcia, many at times . . . and I 
couldn't have done it without those 
people. And my mother and father.

And nobody put pressure on me to go 
back. They kept me occupied on days 
that I didn’t feel like leaving my 
house or wanted to leave my house or 
cared whether I did or didn't. 

Tt was a really emotional thing 
especially at times when I felt help- 
less. Really helpless and had doubts. 
But my religion, being a Christian, 
helped on the dark days so that I still 
had this glimmer of hope. 

And, like I said, the whole expe- 
rience made me appreciate a lot of the 
$maller things, a lot of the good 
friends, and a lot of thc things you 
just take for granted and that in other 
years, or even in the entire part of my 
life I didn't have timce to. 

And this all came about because you 
weren't racing? 

Yes. That's why if you were to ask me 
am I glad it happened, yes. Because 
the rest of my years will be a lot better. 
So you can approach next year differ- 
ently? 

Yes. And it’s not only just improved 
my life but it's given me the time to 
see who are my friends and who are 
sincere, but also more aware. In just 
the riding that I've done here and at 
Willow it's improved my racing. 
Besides the races vou attended did 
you see any other races on TV or on 
tape this year? 

I saw a few tapes, but not much. 
What do you think the difference was 
in Eddie Lawson between this year 
and last year? 

Just speaking directly from the stand- 
point of Eddie, I believe that one 
thing I respect about Eddie is he 
knows and understands his ability 
like I understand my ability. We're 
not talking about talent here, we're 
just talking about understanding 
your own ability and that’s a real 
asset. That's something that separates 
you from other people if you know 
your own limits. You have to at our 
level know how far you can push it 
because vou have to go fast and be 
consistent and I think that he’s just 
becoming more and more aware of 
that. I only got to race with him a few 
laps in Austria and he was going 
teally well. The Yamaha works very 
well, not taking anything away from 
Eddie: 

' Yamaha's basic concept is really 
good.. They can run a lot of flywheel 
weight. [he place where he was hurt- 
ing meat Salzburg was coming out of 
the chicanes and shifting. We real- 
ized that back in 1983 when I was 
racing against Kenny (Roberts). Other 
than just the fact that the three- 
cylinder did not have as much power 
as the four-cylinder, just the shifting, 
I'd shift a lot quicker. A lot of fly- 
wheel weight and a narrow engine 
allows you to drag out that gear a 
little more and have more torque and 
also it helps it steer a little better. 
Sull, Eddie utilized that and that isn't 
the only reason he wins. I mean he's 
good and he's just gotten better. 

Do you think your not being there 
this year helped him in any way? 
Well, it probably helped him to have 
onlv himself to focus on. And no 
individual and it may...I rcally don't 
want to get into it too much because I 
really don't know. But that's just spes, 
culating. I think just having yourself 
and just having his equipment and I 
think he believed that every week he 
was going to win unless something 
happened, which was pretty much 
the case. With. Wayne, he's been 
around the Grand Prixs a few vears 
but not on the four-cylinder. 

And he had a hard time setting it up, 
which is something you went through 
also.

Hangin’ out with Bubba Shobert 


By Farren Williams 


We were on the last leg of the 25-mile drive 
from Monterey Airport to Bubba Shobert's 
home on a 10-acre spread in California's 
coastal hills, high above Shobert's adopted 


hometown, Carmel Valley. Just 
before we turn from a county 
highway onto the winding, 
three-mile stretch. of narrow 


tarmac, Bubba reaches over his shoul- 
der, pulls the driver's seat belt/shoul- 
der strap across his body, and buckles 
up. I suddenly feel it would be very 
prudent for me to do the same. 

A slow-moving Mercury Bobcat 
blocks Bubba’s approach as we move 
into the “chicane” of Shobert's per- 
sonal road-race course. Bubba paces 
himself, then puts the move on the 
unsuspecting diver as we exit the 
"chicane," tires squealing and Sho- 
bert’s brand new Honda Accord drift- 
ing toward a guardrail that marked a 
300-foot drop-off into a scrub-filled 
canyon. 

“I’m taking it easy 'cause the car's 
brand new. I've sull gotta scruff the 
tires in," Shobert said casually, while 
my knuckles turned white from over- 
gripping the hand-hold on the Hon- 
da’s passenger door. 

Shobert made a daring pass on a 
Ford panel station wagon, then stuck 
the front end of his Accord into a 20 
mph turn, doing about 50 mph, all 
the time chatting away like he was on 
a Sunday drive. 

"I think I need stiffer suspension; 
it bottomed out back there,” he said. 
“The front end chatters on this thing. 
I think my Prelude handled a little 
better. I bounced the back of my Pre- 
lude off one of these ledges once." 

When he said that, I looked out 
over the guardrail and into the can 
yon, wondering what it would be like 


to bounce eff a mountainside and 
hurtle into a 300-foot deep canyon; I 
silently prayed I wouldn't find out. 

"Ireally like the wild life," Shobert 
said as we entered his driveway; he 
was speaking of the animals and 
birds that live on his mountain — not 
about the wild, party lite that 1s asso- 
ciated with many professional motor- 
cycle racers. Shobert knows you don't 
win Roe em e by partying 
down. 

"I like to hunt and fish, but I 
haven't hunted since I left Texas. 
There are a lot of quail around here, 
but if I shot them it wouldn't be 
hunting — it'd be quail-slaughter." 

Looking out from the deck of his 
hilltop home at the deep canyon that 
is Shobert's back yard, Bubba said, 
"This may be the closet to heaven I'll 
ever get." He then turned to me with 
a sinile and asked in his native Texas 
accent, "Now, what did you want to 
know?" | 

Shobert, a factory dirt track rider 
for Team Honda, won his second 
consecutive Camel Pro Series/ Grand 
National Championship in 1980, 
wrapping up the title at the Syracuse 
(New York) Mile, with three races left 
in the season. 

It was a red-letter year for Honda- 
backed Shobert. He became the third 
rider in AMA history to accomplish a 
grand slam, joining the legendary 
Dick Mann and Kenny Roberts as a 
winner in each of the five types of 
AMA/Camel Proevents — mile, half 
mile, TT, road race and short track. 
With his win at the last race of the 
season (the Sacramento Mile in Cali- 





fornia) Shobert became the first man 
in history to win nine National events 
in a single season, breaking a record 
held by the legendary Joe I eonard 
since 1954, and also postcd his 19th 
career mile win, making him the 
winningest mile racer in AMA his- 
LOry. 

Despite. those accomplishments, 
there was a rumor circulating earlier 
this year that Honda was going to 
pull out of dirt track racing and leave 
Shobert on his own. When we asked 
him about the rumored Honda pull 
out, Shobert hinted that it had been 
considered but was dropped when 
the AMA changed the format of the 
Camel Pro Series. In 1987 the series 
will consist of nine road races and 
nine dirt track events, while the Grand 
National Champioship Series will 
include the nine Camel Pro dirt track 
races, as well as other dirt track races. 

“(The rumored pullout) was true 
in one sense, but not 1n another,’ 
Shobert said. “I think they felt that 
they might not getas much bad press 
by taking a full-on factory guy out of 
it and offering more of a support, 
privateer contingency program. 

“Of course, everybody knows the 
sales of motorcycles are down every- 
where. When sales are down they've 
got to start cutting the budget and 
dirt track would probably be the first 
thing to go. In road racing they sell 
street bikes similar to what we race 


and they sell motocross bikes like pro 


motocrossers race, but they don't 
really sell a bike to the public like we 
use on the dirt tracks." 

Shobert is -pleased with the new 
Camel Pro Series format because it 
fits in with his career goals. 

“I like it; it's good for me,’ "he cal 

"It's just what I want to get into. I 
want to get more into road racing, 
but I don’t want to give up the dirt 
altogether. I'll be doing less dirt and 
more road racing so it’s perfect for 
me. 





“The Challenge race that they're 
planning on having at each National 
— where the top six qualifiers race a 
five-lap race for $10,000 — is fine in 
road racing because the track’s the 
same (throughout the day), but in 
dirt track we have to draw for qualify- 
ing positions. When you go out to 
qualify, means pretty much what 
kind of qualifying time you’re going 
to have. I think you could be the fas- 
test guy at a race, in practice, but if 
you don't have the right qualifying 
number you're not going to be in that 
top six. And that's not really fair. I 
think I've won a few races this year 
where I didn't even qualify in the top 
10. That's because the track changes. 
So I kind of think in dirt track they 
should take maybe the first two finish- 
ers in the heat races, or something." 

Will the new format put extra 
money in the hands of privateers? 

"It's hard to say," Shobert said. 
“They want the guy who hasn't made 
any money to make some money. I 
think regardless of what they do, the 
good guys will make the money. 
They think, too, by paying that chal- 
lenge race like that, that a privateer 
could get ten grand on the spot, 
which will help him get through the 
season. If you have it distributed to 
you through the season at different 
times, your program could be more 
competitive.” 

Shobert doesn’t know if he will 
repeat as America’s Grand National! 
Dirt Track Champion in 1987, but he 
knows for sure that he’s going after 
the Camel Pro title. 

"I have a contract with Honda to 
run just the Camel races. I’m looking 
at putting together a program on my 
own to run the other dirt track races I 
want to run, as long as they don't 
conflict with Camel road races. There 
will probably be a dirt track cham- 
pion and a road race champion. I 
don't know who'll get what number. 
If I only run nine dirt track events 
and they have 22, chances are slim 
that I'm going to be the AMA cham- 
pion and I'll have to give up my 
number one plate, w hich doesn’t 
really bother mc. My goal is to win 
the Camel Pro thing.” 

Now that he’s won the Grand Na- 
tional Championship twice, Shobert 
is shifting his goals. He's looking to 
do well in American road racing, 
then, if he does do well in the States, 
Shobert is tempted to test his pave- 
ment skills in Europe. 

"I just signed a new, two-year con- 
tract with Honda," Shobert said. “If 
this Camel thing goes really good, 
and Honda feels like they got out of it 
what thcy put into it, rl probably 
continue to do that series. 

"But if this series doesn't work and 


something happens I'll probably go 


Bubba, who loves the outdoors 
‘and who works out regularly to 
keep himself in shape, often plays 
a few holes of golf to help him relax.

to road racing (full time). The future 
looks like Superbike racing 15 going 
to get big. The door's kind of open 
for mc to get into that. 

“These next two years will tell me 
and everybody else if I'm ready for 
Europe. If you go to Europe and 
don't do well it’s almost tmpossible 
to come back here; I don’t know why 
that is, but that’s what I've noticed, 
looking at everybody else. So, when I 
go there I want to be ready. The road 
racing I do between now and the end 
of '88 will let me know, and whoever 
might be interested know, if I can do 
good over there or not.” 

Will Shobert's dirt track experience 
help him on the tarmac? 

"Dirt track teaches you to race," he 
said. “In dirt tracking you'rc always 
racing with somebody. I’ve learned 
— just in the few road races I’ve run 
— you don't spend that much of the 
ume racing with somebody. It's main- 
ly you against the track. Very seldom 
do you really have a race against 
someone else. At least, that's what 
I've experienced. Dirt track teaches 
vou how to handle a tight race. 
You're not as nervous. You don t let 
it screw you up. The high speeds on 
the mile, drifting the bike a little bit, 
sliding at those higher speeds, helps a 
lot; when vou start knocking those 
last tenths of a second olf your time 
on a road racer you have to do some 
sliding. 

“But I haven't really gotten bored 
with American racing enough to think 
about Europe," Shobert said. "I'm 
happy over here and make good 
money here. There’s always been a 
place for me here. My main goal was 
to be Grand National Champion. 
Now they've changed this Camel 
thing up and that kind of gives me a 
new challenge. We'll see what the 
racing does in America — if 1t gets 
better or 1f 1t gets worse — and also 
what the racing does in Europe." 

Can Shobert beat the Baldwins, 
Spencers, Gardners, Lawsons and 
Mamolas of this world? 

"I think I can," he said. "I don't 
know when, but I think I can. I 
haven t really puta ume on it. Eddie's 
gota few years in age on me. As long 
as he doesn't keep getting better — if 
he finds his peak soon — maybe I can 
beat him. I'm a racer. I think if I can 
get enough experience and not get 
hurt, I can beas good as them. I know 
I'm still kind of in kindergarten com- 
pared to those guys, and I know I will 
have to learn it fast. 

"Wayne Raincy's helped me out a 
lot," said Shobert. “A few times at 
road races last year I went behind him 
and learned from him. You can't be 





afraid to ask questions, and not think 
you're too good to ask a question. I 
things aren't going right, I wouldn't 
hesitate to ask a rookie something 
about a dirt track if I thought I was 
having a problem and he looked like 
he was doing just fine. I might hesi- 
tate to try what he tells me, but | 
wouldn't hesitate to ask him." 

Shobert’s shift to road racing could 
reflect the fact that professional dirt 
track racing may bestruggling to stay 
alive. 

“Dirt track's on the edge, but of 
course the economy itself is on the 
edge,” he said. “I don’t keep up with 
other forms of racing that much, but 
from what little info I get, it seems 
that Indy car racing and that stuff is 
growing — or staying the same — it’s 
not getting worse. So you can't really 
blame it all on the economy. 

“Interest by fans has dropped be- 
cause of the wav a lot of races have 
been run,” hesaid. "I've been to a few 
races over the years that have been 
run so poorly that the people who 
were at those particular races prob- 
ably will never go back to another 
AMA //Camel Pro race. I don't think 
It was any worsc this ycar than it has 
been; it seemed like we did a little 
better this year. 

“The thing is getting races started 
on time,” said Shobert. “It you go to 
a football game you’ don't have an 
hour delay. Of course, you don’t have 
to get the football field ready to play 
on like you do a race track.” 

Shobert sees a dim future for tal- 
ented young dirt trackers like Cali- 
fornia's sensational Chris Carr. Even 
if a young dirt tracker has the talent, 
Shobert feels he has nowhere to turn. 

"It is sad when you see it," said 
Shobert. "Right now everything ts at 
a stand still. Maybe he could go into 
road racing, but fora guy like Carr to 
just give up the dirt and be able to put 
together a competitive road race pro- 
gram would really be hard. But if I 
had control of a good kid like that, 
that’s what I would do. I would 
spend what I had to get somebody's 
attention in road racing. 

"But it would be hard. He would 
have to step on his ego; he would 
have to just forget about it and it’s 
hard to do. He would almost be better 
off to just quit the dirt and start all 
over in road racing. Right now every- 
thing's at a stand still. Before it turns 
around, he could be 27 years old. You 
don't see the factory hiring too many 
older guvs. In racing 27 1s old." 

When asked point blank if the 
main sponsor of the Camel Pro Series 
— R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company 
— is good or bad for the sport of 





American motorcyle racing, Shobert 
was candid. 

"Everybody's got their own opin- 
ion about that," he said. "Camel, 
regardless of what they say, they're in 
it for Camel. They're in there prom- 
oting R.J. Reynolds. I hey re not in 
there to promote the racers because 
they like them and because they're a 
unique brand of people — they're in 
there to promote R.J. Reynolds, and I 
don't blame them for that. I'm in 
there to: promote Bubba Shobert and 
Honda. That's my main goal." 

What about R.J. Reynolds exclu- 
sive rights to the Camel Pro Series in 
19877 

“They say the way they're doing 
this moncy stulf (thc 1987 Camcl Pro 
Series format) is to make the privat- 
eers make more money, but then 
they're limiting the cigarette thmg. 
What it Marlboro or somebody wanted 
to get into dirt tracking and offered 
one of these privateers a decent pro- 
gram? [They'd have nowhere to race. 
They could make twice as much from 
the sponsorship as they could make 
from Camel, but they’re not allowed 
to race in the series. That tells you 
who they re looking alter. 

"But I'm not putting them down 
because they've made a whole lot of 
difference in my career. I don’t know 
if dirt track racing these last few years 
would have made it without them.” 

What about the AMA? 

"I can't say anything bad really, 
Shobert said. "I don't agree with 90% 
of the things the AMA does, but 
mavbe I w ouldn' t have had the chance 
to be a professional motorcycle racer 
without thc AMA; without them 
who knows what I would be doing. 

"I know 1t is a hard job and it is a 
dirty job. Youcan’t please everybody. 
Regardless of what you do, you won't 
please everybody; somebody is going 
to get the bad end of the stick. So I try 
to do what I supposed to do — that's 
win races and put up with all the 
bullshit. 

"Sometimes I just wish they were 
more professional," said Shobert, 
"You think of Indy car racing and 
you think it 1$ so professional, so 
unique, but everybody owns a Car 
and not everybody owns a motorcy- 
cle. Motorcycle people haven't had 
that good of a name. Trying to change 
that 1mage has been the main thing 
(the AMA has had to do), and I think 
that image has changed. 

" Are you through asking ques- 
tions?” Shobert suddenly said. “‘If 
vou are, let's go play some golf." 

When Shobert, Honda factory me- 
chanic Skip Eaken and I arrived at à 
nearby golf course about 45 minutes 
later, professional dirt wacker Doug 
Chandler — who lives just down the 
road in Salinas — was already there, 
waiting to get started. 

The trio played nine holes of golf, 
and Shobert turned in a lackluster 
performance. 

"Tl get them on the back nine,” he 
said with confidence. "It's just like a 
mile. You don't want to show them 
everything you've got right off because 
then they'll do it too." 

Shobert broke the draft on Chandler 
and Eaken on the first few holes of 
the back nine, but slipped off the 
groove midway through the second 
leg of the course when it took him 10 
strokes to reach the cup on a par-four 


hole. 
He neared the green on his second 


stroke, but ran into serious trouble 
when his ball dropped neatly into a 
sand trap after a well-hit drive. When 
Shobert tried to blast out of the pit, 
the two-time National champ must 
have dislocated a pound-and-a-half 
of sand, but the ball moved a mere 
eight inches — from Shobert's wedge 
to the lip of the trap — and bounced 
back into the sand. 

On his second try, Bubba’s ball 


,* 
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shot over the green and landed in the 
rough, making the National champ 
less than happv — he hates to lose at 
anything. Shobert walked across the 
green, tried to ease the ball onto the 
nearby green with a chip shot, but 
ended up pounding his club into the 
rough when the ball landed short. 
Shobert chipped the ball onto the 
green with his next attempt, but suf- 
fered insult added to injury when he 
three-putted the hole. 

He looked up from his final putt, 
sporting that famous Texas grin that 
fans have seen from Syracuse to San 
Jose, and said, "Its all strategy." 
Then he turned away and walked to 
his golf cart, leaving Skip, Doug and 
a bewildered Cycle News associate 
editor to wonder what in hell he was 
talking about. 

Bubba's not above indulging in a 
little play riding — or a little racing 
— even while on the golf course. 
Once, while searching the fairway for 
a lost ball, Shobert drove our cart full 
throttle olf a three-foot incline, and 
slammed on the brakes when we hit 
the ground, throwing the little Yama- 
ha golf cart into a full-lock brake 
slide. As he stepped out of the cart, 
with churning dust from the dirt 
roadway enveloping both of us, Sho- 
bert eyed his ball. 

"I'm going to put that sucker on 
the green," he said, the brake slide 
apparently forgotten. 

He continually attemped to pass 
Chandler and Eaken whenever Chand- 
ler tried to pull his cart away from 
ours. Shobert would put our front 
bumper right on the rear bumper of 
Chandler's cart and exclaim, "We're 
drafting them! Feel us speeding up?" 
It was lucky for all of us that those 
carts wouldn't do much more than 15 
mph. 

And Bubba's tricky. As we stood 
next to one green, waiting for Chand- 
ler and Eaken to catch up to us, Skip 
nailed a drive that I lost 1n the blue, 
Carmel Valley sky. Shobert watched 
me search the clouds unsuccessfully 
for the golf ball, then screamed, "Look 
out! It's headed right for you." I 
covered up, ready to be hit any second, 
and the ball dropped harmlessly into 
the middle of the green. 

Shobert had remembered from con- 
versation that I am very nearsighted. 
He just looked at me with a mischie- 
vous, Texas grin. 

I said something unpublishable. 

Bubba laughed. e 


Shobert did a lot of hunting and 
fishing before he moved from Texas 
to California; he still drops a line in 
the water now and then.

Test: Yamaha YZ125 


Nothin' fancy, but it works

Remember the days when you wondered just 
how radical motocross motorcycles would 
get with every new year? Would the new 
models have one or two shocks? Super long- 


travel suspension? Air- or water-

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Cornering is good on the Yamaha, but the handlebars have a strange bend, 
giving it an awkward feeling. Tires stick well. 





Attached to the center- port exhaust 
system is an all-new expansion cham- 
ber that has a larger cross-section and 
is longer in length to match the new 
porting and power-valve specs. At 
the end of the exhaust pipe 1s a ligh- 
ter aluminum silencer that now has a 
screw-on end plate, instead of the 
riveted type, for easier servicing. Also, 
where the exhaust pipe seals against 


the cylinder, an O-ring 1s used, replac- 
ing a square seal. 

The Yamaha has a 34mm flat-slide 
Mikuni carburetor, which is the same 
one used on last year's 125, but the 
floats have been redesigned to increase 
fuel level by 3mm. The carburetor 
breathes through an all-new and larg- 
cr airbox design, which is the same 
set-up used on the bigger YZ250 and 








490 models. I his allows theengine to 
breathe better. 

lo match the Yamaha's new 
powerband, the six-speed transmis- 
sion ratios are slightly wider-spaced, 
and the clutch has a two-piece push- 
rod opposed to a one-peice unit for 
smoother clutch action and a lighter 
pull on the clutch lever. 

The CDI ignition 1s now a fly- 
wheel type with an outer-rotor mag- 
neto, which 1s designed to give the YZ 
a smoother power delivery over last 
year's enclosed magneto. 

Chassis and suspension changes to 
the 1987 YZ125T arc far from radical. 
Starting with the 43mm Kayaba fork, 
Yamaha's Variable Damper system is 
still used. The system contains a sens- 
ing spring to detect main spring 
load; thus, regulating shock damp- 
ing as fork travel increases. As the 
fork compresses, compression damp- 
ing is proportionately increased for 
progressive action. But there are a 
few minor modifications to the sys- 
tem for smoother performance over 
last year’s model. Yamaha has also 
gone back to using fork boots to pro- 
tect the stanchion tubes. 

The new Yamaha features an alum- 
inum steering stem to reduce weight, 
as well as new, reduced-friction roller 
bearings. 

The rear Monocross suspension 
has redesigned linkages for a new and 
more progressive ratio to improve 
high-speed stability. The back end is 
designed to be more sensitive over the 
smaller bumps while maintaining 
enough strength to absorb hard im», 
pacts. Absorbing the bumps 1s what 
Yamaha calls an Ohlins-type Yamaha 
shock. complete with the company's 
Brake Actuated Suspension System 
(B.A.S.S.). When the rear brake is 
applied, shock compression. damp- 
ing 1s reduced to help cut down on 
rear wheel hop while braking over 
rough ground. 

The shock body now has a steel 
(rather than aluminum) cylinder body 
that Yamaha says reduces distortion 
from heat and increases durability.

Unlike Honda, Suzuki and Kawasaki 


125cc motocrossers that have switched 
toa piggyback reservoir, the Yamaha 
is sticking with the remote reservoir 
shock design. It does, however, fea- 
ture plenty of external compression 
and rebound damping settings. 

Other changes to the rear suspen- 
sion include new swingarm pivot 
‘bearings. Last year’s Yamaha used a 
needle bearing/ bushing arrangement, 
but that has been replaced by four 
needle bearings, two at each end. 

Stopping power is handled by the 
exact same front disc and rear drum 
brake set-up as before, except that the 
rear brake lining width has been 
increased from 22mm to 28mm for 
stronger stopping power. A new 
vacuum die-cast hub is used up front 
to increase strength and reduce weight. 
The rear wheel is now made out of 
suonger AL4 aluminum alloy with 
Yamaha's Z-spoke design (also used 
up front). Bridgestone tires, 51M 
(front) and 59M (rear), come stock on 
the Yamaha. 

Riding. 

The Yamaha doesn't have one of 
the most comfortable riding positions, 
primarily because of the handlebars. 
‘The handlebars have a strange bend 
that feels a little awkward at first, but 
you can get used to them. They're 
alsoa little tall; when combined with 
a somewhat low 36-inch seat height, 
it feels as though you're riding zn the 
Yamaha instead of on top of 1t. We 
slapped a set of Answer Products 
handlebars on. the Yamaha which 
gave the YZ a more “normal” feel. 

The YZ's strongest feature is its 
engine. It makes good power on top 
like it did last year, but there's now 
more grunt off the bottom and 
through mid-range. There isn’t tons 
more power, but there is an increase, 
nonetheless. But what’s really good 
about the YZ's motor 1s that it's super 
responsive and snappy. The engine 
reacts quickly when the throttle is 
twisted; even when the throttle is 
quickly turned wide open then let go 
while idling in neutral, the revs don’t 
have any problem keeping up. This 
comes in handy when blasting out of 
turns and fanning the clutch. The 
Yamaha instantly responds with the 
rear wheel hooking up; there’s no 
hesitation along the way. Whenever 
the rider needs power, the Yamaha is 
ready to deliver, without bogging or 
a long wait for RPMs to build up. 

The clutch lever is easy to reach 
and has a fairly easy pull. Action 1s 
smooth when fanning the clutch 
through turns and at speed, but when 
engaging the clutch from a standstill 
or at slow speeds, it has a rough and 
grabby feeling. 

Shifting the Yamaha left nothing 
to be desired. The shift lever posi-

tioning is well placed and has a super 
short throw, making it simple to just 
tap the lever and click up to a high 
gear with or without the clutch. 
Misscd shifts did happen but not on a 
regular basis. 

As a package, the motor puts out 
good horsepower and is fairly easy to 
manage, even though it likes to be 
revved out as much as last year’s YZ. 
The powerband matches the trans- 
mission gear ratios well, making it 

hard to be in the wrong gear. 


Suspension on past YZ125s has 
never been a super strong feature, yet 
the 1987 YZ works pretty good right 
out of the crate. In stock form, both 
front and rear suspensions absorb 
small bumps smoothly, but on hard 


impacts, such as high-speed compres- 
sion bumps, the Yamaha still has a 
harsh feeling. It's not as bad as the '86 
Yamaha, but it’s still there. 

The rear suspension is easy to bot- 
tom for a rider around 155 pounds, 
and when it does, it bottoms with a 
thud. On thc rcbound, the Yamaha's 
back end sometimes likes to swing 
out to the sides with stock settings, 
but after increasing rebound damp- 
ing by a couple of clicks, the Yamaha 
becomes much more controllable and 
much more stable. We also ended up 
incr easing preload and decreasing 
compression damping by a couple of 
clicks. Theend result was a smoother 
ride. 


Up front, the YZ's fork is much 








improved over last year's fork but 
still leaves a little to be desired. Over- 
all action is smoother than before but 
it’s still not enough. Over the smaller 
bumps, the Kayaba fork soaks up the 
jolts quite well, but, like the back 
end, it hasa harsh feeling when land- 
ing off big jumps and hitting large, 
sharp-edged bumps. Although it’s 
extremely difficult to bottom the fork 
because of the Yamaha Variable 
Damping System, it still feels as 
though you have bottomed them. To 
help improve fork action, we decreased 
compression damping as far as pos- 
sible, which helped considerably. 

One problem we faced 1s that the 
Yamaha’s fork lets air build up inside 
the stanchion tubes rather quickly 
while riding, and when this happens, 
fork action becomes harsher. To help 
combat this problem, both fork legs 
must be bled of air after every moto. 

Despite the harsh feeling, the sus- 
pension package, as a whole, works 
best when ridden hard and fast, be- 
cause at slower speeds, the fork and 
shock gets a little springy and bouncy, 
which make the Yamaha slightly 
harder to control. The harder the 
Yamaha is ridden the better it works. 

The B’A.S.S. works well depend- 
ing on the rider’s riding style. If you 
have the tendency to ride the brake 
over whoops and over extremely rough 
sections, the B.A.S.S. could bea prob- 
lem, since rebound damping will be 
reduced, causing the back end to geta 
little springy. If you never touch the 
rear brake pedal except when slow- 
ing for turns, the B.A.S.S. does what 
it’s supposed to do and that’s to keep 
the rear wheel close to the ground 
and digging for traction, thus slow- 
ing the bike down quickly. 

The rear brake itself is super strong 
and predictable. Braking hard over 
stutter bumps is smooth and control- 
lable on the Yamaha, but it does 
make a lot of chatter noises as the 
chain slaps the swingarm and chair 
guide. 

Up front, the dual-piston disc brake 
is flawless. It has excellent stopping 
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Excellent brakes are found on the 
YZ (what else is new?). 











power, and all it takes is one finger 
and a light pull on the lever to reel 
the YZ in for the turns. 

Turning the Yamaha is simple, 
but the bike prefers to be ridden in the 
berms, compared to cutting tight to 
the inside. A change of handlebars 
really helps out here. 


Conclusion 

The new Yamaha will appeal to 
Intermediate/Expert-class riders a bit 
more than to Beginner or Novice 
class riders, primarily because the 
Yamaha likes to be ridden hard and 
fast, and that’s when the YZ works 
best. | 

The YZ125 might not have any 
really outstanding features for 1987, 
but that 1sn't to say the YZ can't per- 
form well on the track. As a complete 
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Former World and National Champion Bernie Schreiber debuted the new 
Fantic 301 Progress 2 in a winning way in the Schreiber Cup Trial.

colors, happened to be Bernie 
Schreiber, the California-born French 
resident and former World Champion. 

Just weeks earlier, the three-time 
National Champion had reached 
agreement with Fantic to compete in 
the entire AMA/NATC National 
Championship Trials Series in 1987. 
Bernie had ridden only one National 
here since winning the 1983 title. His 
schedule for '87 also includes selected 


World Championship rounds and 


numerous trials schools. 

Schreiber debuted the just-arrived 
Fantic 301 Progress 2 along with 
Fantic teammate Dave Pyle and Ari- 
zona rider Todd Roper. The bikes 
almost didn’t make it after being 
bumped from six flights by air mail 


priorities in St. Louis. Pyle and 
Schreiber picked up the crates around 
midnight and worked until four a.m. 
assembling the machines for the 
10 a.m. event. 

Current three-time National Cham- 
pion Head also debuted a new model, 
Beta’s TR34, sporting a four-inch 
lower seat height and, like the Fantic, 
striking red, white, and blue graphics. 
Winner of 20 of his last 21 National 
starts, Head looked forward to his 


first non-World round confrontation 


with his former mentor since 1984. 
Defeated only once in American com- 
petition during the past two years, a 
loss last July that stopped his National 
winning string at 16, Head started 
strongly, maneuvering his Beta 
through early sections that stopped 
Schreiber. Bernie fived two of the first 
three challenges. After the first 11- 
section loop, Scott's 21 put him six 
up on Schreiber and Colorado's Mark 
Mannuko, 1985 National High School 





Three-time National Champion Scott Head finished second to Schreiber, 


55 to 79. Head debuted the new Beta TR34. 


Champion and 1986 National No. 10. 
Kip Webb was another markcr back 
at 28 with San Diego's Tom Hamann 
fifth with a 35, 

Head’s score swelled to a 28 on 
loop two while Schreiber dropped 
his to 19. With one loop remaining, it 
was Schreiber 46, Head 49, Webb 62. 

Schreiber dropped just nine on the 
final lap while Head turned in a 30, 
giving Bernie a 55 to 79 victory. 

Bernie's 55 was one of the milder 
winning scores of the event which his 
club, the Valley Observed Irials En- 
thusiasts (VOTE), launched in 1979 
to honor the just-crowned World 
Champion. Traditionally, section dif- 
ficulty has been aimed between Na- 
tional and World caliber. 

Schreiber liked the sections. “I think 
they were all cleanable. The hardest 
sections here would be average sec- 
tions in Europe. Section 12 was the 
most European in style." 

Head was equally pleased with the 
layout. “The sections were superb. I 
came down here expecting to get beat 
up on the loop and I did. It was vin- 
tage Schreiber Cup." 

The eighth annual version of the 
trial drew a record number of Expert 
starters, 21, to go with seven Support 
riders. Only 10 local riders were in- 
cluded among the 28 starters.

Perkins from Oregon, Jeff Kingsford 
from Utah, and Mark Manniko and 
‘Terry Peacock from Colorado. 

The 1 1-section loop kept most start- 
ers busy until two p.m., leaving them 
an hour and a half to complete the 
second circuit in time to beat the 3:30 
sweep.

Part 1 


The History of 
Motocross 


By Len Weed 


This and future installments are excerpted from the 
book, "Motocross Techniques, Training & Tactics,’ 
by World Champion Brad Lackey and Len Weed. 


Gottleib Daimler never. boogied to the beat 


of the berserko bermshooter, but he made it 
all possible. He built the first motorized 


bicycle back 1n 1885. The 264cc engine, bolted 


to a wooden chassis, pumped 
out an overwhelming one-half 
horsepower. And the power- 
plant was a real screamer, peak- 
ing out at 700 rpm. 

Germany also boasts the honor of 
building the first motorcycle factory. 
That came in 1894. Heinrich and Wil- 
helm Hildebrand and Alois Wolf- 
muller were partners in Munich. Dur- 
ing their first two years of operation 
they produced over 1000 motorcycles. 
‘These were slighly more potent than 
Daimler’s first effort. They were 
powered by 1488cc-four-stroke twin 


cylinder motors that yielded a full 2.5 


horsepower at 600 rpm. 

Meanwhile, across the Channel, 
the English developed a taste for two- 
wheeling. They are generally credited 
with holding the first organized mo- 
torcycle race, on November 29, 1897 
in Surrey, outside of London. France 
got in the act, too. Reportedly, their 
first race took place in 1904. The 


world’s oldest continuous road race, 
the Isle of Man Tourist Trophy, was 
first held in May of 1907. 

The British are credited with creat- 
ing both reliability trials, the fore- 
runner of today’s ISDE competition, 
and observed trials, as well as scram- 
bling, the cross-country racing that 
evolved into today’s motocross. 

Reliability trials tested abilities of 
bike and rider to complete a marked 
course. Dirt roads soon lost their 
appeal to the more venturesome riders 
as the machines improved. They be- 
gan tackling hills along the route. 
Then, to differentiate rider skill, these 
hill climbs were scored. The empha- 
sis was on climbing thc hill without 
footing rather than racing up. That's 
how observed trials evolved out of 
reliability trials. 

The Scottish Six tees Trial first 
appeared in 1909 as a five-day test. 
Today it is the world’s best known 
observed trial. 

Five years later, in 1914, Alfred 
Scott, an English manufacturer, chal- 


lenged his colleagues to complete ; a 
cross-country course that he would 
lay out across the Yorkshire moors. 
World War One interrupted organized 
competition in Britain until 1919. 
That’s when the Scott Trial resumed. 
It assumed its current format as an 
observed trials race in 1924. Each 
rider slower than the fastest finisher 
has a point-a-minute time penalty 
added to his observed score for riding 
the sections. | 

The growing popularity of the 
Scott Trial prompted the Camberley 
Club in Surrey to hold a southern 
version, minus the sections. It was a 
pure speed contest. The date was 
March 29, 1924. I his first Southern 
Scott Scramble 1s considered the sire 
of modern motocross. | 

The scramble was broken into two 
legs, morning and afternoon, with 
aggregate time used to determine the 
hnish positions. It 1s estimated that 
the course ran about 25 to 30 iniles. It 
did contain several hardy hills. Almost 
half of the 80 starters failed to finish. 
The winner was A.B. Sparks. And the 
winning mount for the world's first 
scramble? A Harley-Davidson. 

For that first race the standard garb | 
was cloth caps, full length riding 
coats and heavy scarfs. The bikes | 
were road machines with lights re- 
moved. The term scramble alledgedly 
grew out of referring to the cross- 
country dashes on road machines asa 
bit ofa scramble or a rare old scramble. 

Scrambling began to catch on. The 
annual Lancashire Grand National, 
known as the Wars of the Roses race, 
began in 1926. Ihe course was three- 
and-one-half miles long and the rae- 
ers did 20 laps after being led around 
one practice circuit. A LeMans start 
was used, with all 100 riders foot rac- 
ing to their bikes. 

The sport continned to grow in 
England until World War Two. It 
remained a run-what-you-brung ef- 
fort. The competitors stripped off un- 


necessary road equipment for the rac- 


ing. Top scramblers of this pre-war

time span included Len Heat, Alfie 
West and Graham Goodman. 
. Belgium, Holland and Sweden 
‘showed some interest, but they really 
didn’t get going until after the un- 
_pleasantness with the Austrian paper- 
hanger was resolved. Apparently, the 
first international race was held before 
the war, though, outside of Paris in 
. 1989. 

‘The term motocross made its first 
official appearance in July of 1947 
when the Federation Internationale 

-Motocycliste (FIM) sanctioned a race 
in the Netherlands. It was called the 
Motocross des Nations. Two qualifier 
heats selected the field for the main 
race. The format was national team 
racing on Open class (500cc limit) 
bikes. Individual times for the three 
best team riders were added to deter- 
mine the aggregate team times. 
France, Holland, Belgium and Great 
Britain participated. 

The French coined the term moto- 
cross. Moto is their word for motor- 
cycle. The second syllable came from 
cross-country. 

A 250cc Trophee des Nations event 
debuted in 1961. Both team competi- 
tons were granted FIM World Cham- 
pionship status in 1977. These two 
plus a 125cc team event were merged 
into one team competition in 1985. 
Until this change each nation sent a 
four man team; the six best moto fin- 
ishes counted. The new format util- 
izes a three-man team including 125, 
250, and 500-mounted riders. The 
best four moto results count.

Championship titles for the Japanese manufacturer. 





The British “A” team won the 
initial Motocross des Nations event 
in 1947. Theriders were Bill Nichol- 
son, Fred Rist and Bob Ray. Their 
mounts were two BSAs and one Ariel, 
all manufactured in England. 

Belgium won the following year, 
beginning a record of motocross ex- 
cellence that still exists today. A win 
by Belgium in the 1978 250cc Trophee 
des Nations extended their win streak 
in that world team series to 10 straight. 
And the winningest champions in all 
three classes of racing — 125, 250 and 
500 — are Belgian. Joel Robert won 
six 250 World Championships, Roger 
DeCoster has five 500 world titles and 
Gaston Rahier won the first three 125 
world crowns. 


Britain bounced back in 1949 to 
win the Motocross des Nations. They 
continued to dominate the event over 
the next two decades. By 1967 they 
had won 15of the 21 races. They have 
not won since, though. 

English bikes like the BSA, Ariel, 
Matchless, AJS and Iriumph domi- 
nated racing in the late 40s, along 
with the Belgian FN. 

The manufacturers first began to 
specialize in building motocross rac- 
ers in 1949. Before that modified road- 
sters has been used. Matchless 1s gen- 
erally credited with introducing the 
first telescopic front fork, known as 
the Teledraulic. It had been developed 
for courier bikes used during the war. 
Swingarm suspension followed soon 


after, although some bikes retained 
the plunger or springer type rear sus- 
pension for a few years. i 

At this point the racing engines 
were four-stroke singles. Standard 
tires were 3.25 x 19, front and rear. 
The 1949 AJS and Matchless bikes 
weighed about 365 pounds. The BSA 
Gold Star tipped the scales at about 
375. It produced more than 30 horse- 
power, but it still sported the plunger 
type rear suspension. The Belgian FN. 
used a trailing link front fork and 
plunger rear until switching to tele- 
scopic forks and swingarm suspen- 
sion a couple of years later. 

The 500 European Championship, 
began in 1952. It utilized the general 
format still used today with Grand 
Prix events scheduled in a dozen dif- 
ferent nations. America joined the 
world schedule in 1973. 

At first qualifying heats were used. 
for one final moto. The practice of 
using two motos was adopted in 
1959. The current length of a moto is) 
40 minutes plus two laps. 

Until 1973 the overall placings ina 
Grand Prix were determined by com- 
bining the finishes in two motos. 
The Olympic scoring system was 
used — one point for first, two for 
second, three for third, etc. The rider 
with the lowest point total was the 
winner. Ties were broken by aggregate 
time for the two motos. 

Under this system a rider had to 
finish both motos to get any cham- 
pionship points. He could win the 
first moto and then suffer a mechani- 
cal mishap on the last lap of the second 
moto while leading and wind up the 
day with nothing to show for his 
efforts. 

Prior to 1969 the FIM Aaaa 
points to the top six overall finishers 
(8-6-4-3-2-1). ' 

In 1969 the FIM adopted a new 
scoring system that applied to the top 
10 overall finishers (15-12-10-8-6-5-4- 
3-2-1). 

In 1973 the FIM applied this point 
system to each moto. A rider can earn 
$0 points by winning both motos ofa 
Grand Prix. Overall finish no longer 
figures in points earned. For conven- 
lence, some organizers still use thé 
Olympic system to list the finishers 
order at an event. Others rank the 
riders by total FIM points earned in 
the two races. 

The overall Grand Prix winner is 
still determined by the Olympic sys- 
tem. Any ties that result, such as a 
first and a third versus a pair of 
seconds, are broken by comparing 
aggregate time for the two motos. 
With this system a rider with a first 
and a third (25 points) can lose over- 
all GP honors to a rider with two 
seconds (24 points). 

Until 1973 the final points stand- 
ings were determined by a half-plus- 
one rule. Half the number of events 
plus one. That’s what the rule book 
said, but seven remained the magic 
number for best performances even 
when the schedule expanded beyond 
12 events. 

- In 1973, when the switch was made 
to counting each moto separately, the 
rule became half the number of motos 
plus one. Since 1977 all points earned 
have counted toward the champion- 
ship. . 

The FIM adopted a one-class desig- 
nation rule in 1971. A rider can earn 
championship points in just one 
selected class. Racers are allowed to 
compete in other classes, but they are 
not listed in the final results. Few 
bother to race on a non-points basis 
except for a world round in their 
home country. 

A rider must be 18 to receive an 
FIM license for World Championship 
competition. However, the rules do 
allow a rider to compete at age 16 in 
his home nation's Grand Prix. 

FIM regulations call for a course

cgi of fei nine-tenths of one 
mile to three miles. An average lap 
speed of 30 mph is the norm. Each of 
the three displacement classes have 
both a minimum and maximum dis- 
placement requirement and a min- 
imum weight requirement. 

The first 500 European Champion- 
ship event was held in Italy in July ot 
1952. Belgian riders took the first 
three places. Victor Leloup of Belgium 
won the first 500 championship. Le- 
loup's accomplishment becomes even 
more meritorious when one learns 
that he had sight in only one eye. 
During that first year Belgian riders 
amassed 88 championship points as 
British riders totalled 38. 

The first year of championship rac- 
ing saw American participation. Bud 
Ekins, better known for his ISDT and 
California desert racing exploits, rode 
the 1952 British Grand Prix on a 
Matchless 500. He placed well enough 
to score a championship point. It 
would be another 20 years before an- 
other American would join him on 
the charts. 

Ekin’s GP participation was actu- 
ally unplanned. He showed up at 
Cotswold to go racing and discovered 
that the day’s event was a Grand Prix. 
He had first traveled overseas in 1951 
to race in England and on the conti- 
nent. His cross-Atlantic motocrossing 
continued until 1958. 

That British GP in 1952 was his 
only championship start during those 
years as he concentrated on the Eng- 
lish and international raccs that paid 
larger purses than the GPs. Even

today, GP purses are smaller than 
non-points races because the riders 
chasing championship points have 
to be there. Start money in 1978 was 
about $150. Winning two GP motos 
paid as little as $500. 

Upon arriving in England Ekins 
learned that he wasn't the first Amer- 
ican to come over for some scram- 
bling. Tommy McDermott of New 
York had already been there a couple 
of years earlier. Another American, 
Vern Hancock, went Eurocrossing in 
1954. 

Auguste Mingels, a 250-pound 
dancing champion, gave Belgium 
two more 500 championships. win- 
ning in 1953 and 1954. Mingels re- 
portedly did not start his racing career 
until he was 30. His nephew, Jean 
Paul, later raced on the World Cham- 
pionship circuit. 

Britain saw the top run in 1955 as 
John Draper took the Europcan 
crown. Draper, runner-up Bill Nilsson 
and fourth place finisher Sten Lun- 
din were all on the English BSA Gold 
Star, a 370-pound four-stroke single 
that produced close to 40 horsepower. 





Nilsson and Lundin were both from 
Sweden, a nation that would soon 
become a dominant sphere ot influ- 
ence on the sport. 

Les Archer became the second Eng- 
lish rider to capture the 500 Cham- 
pionship in 1956. He did it on a home- 
built bike. The engine was an over- 
head cam Norton Manx of 1947 vin- 
tage. The frame was specially crafted, 
bringing the overall weight down to 
350 pounds. 

In 1957 the FIM granted World 
Championship status to 500 racing. 
Another home-built bike took the 
title with Swede Bill Nilsson aboard. 
This one was a real bitzen-pieces 
effort, utilizing a punched out 350cc 
AJS road race engine, BSA gear box 
and parts borrowed from various 
bikes. 

The 250cc Coup d’ Europe series, a 
trial run for a planned 250 European 
Championship, was launched in 1957. 
Lightweight two-strokes immediately 
dominated the racing. BSA was the 
only manufacturer to have much suc- 
cess with 250 four-strokes. At the time 
few suspected that the two-stroke de- 


velopment triggered by the 250 rac- 
ing would doom the Open class four- 
stroke within the next decade. Fritz 
Betzelbacher of Germany topped the 
series on a Maico. 

Rene Baeten of Belgium took the 
1958 500 Championship on an FN 
while Jaromir Cizek of Czechoslova- 
kia, riding a Jawa, won the 250 Coup 
d’Europe. 

Sweden took over in 1959. From 
July of 1959 until July of 1961 Swed- 
ish riders won 17 consecutive 500 GPs. 
Rolf Libblin won the initial 250 
European Championship. Tibblin 
moved to the U.S. in 1971 and later: ` 
excelled in Baja racing. Sten Lun- 
din won the 1959 500 World Cham- 
pionship, the first of five straight 
500 titles by a Swedish rider. Lun- 
din rode a Monark, a Swedish bike 
that utilized BSA and Husqvarna 
engines. 

Husqvarna claimed their first + 
World Championship in 1960 as Bill 
Nilsson topped the 500cc class. The 
Husky was powered by a modified 
pushrod single engine from the 30's, 
but it had two significant advantages

Torsten Hallman was the first MX 
World Champion to race in the U.S. 


— weight trimming and Ceriani forks. 
The 35 horsepower bike weighed lit- 
tle more than 300 pounds while the 
rival FN and BSA bikes were still 
around 360 pounds. 

An English rider, Brian Stone- 
bridge, had been expected to win the 
250 top spot vacated by Iibblin's 
move to 500 racing. But Stonebridge 
was killed in an auto accident, elevat- 
ing Dave Bickers to top spot on the 
Greeves team. Bickers won the cham- 
pionship, trailed by two other English 
riders, Arthur Lampkin and Jeff 
Smith, 

Bickers repeated in 1961, while the 
500cc class saw a third Swedish manu- 
facturer claim the championship. Sten 
Lundin won the title aboard a 315- 
pound Lito. His record was six wins, 
three seconds and one third in 10 
starts. At that point Lundin had 19 
carecr GP wins. The second winning- 
est rider was Les Archer with 10 vic- 
tories: hd

American Honda has posted a total of 
$2,088,625 in cash payout and gift certificate 
contingency awards for motorcycle and ATV 
racing in 1987. Over $1 million in cash con- 


tingency awards for profession- 
al racing have been posted, and 
the gift certificate program for 
amateur racing totals well over 
$700.000. 

With the introduction of the '87 
Honda 600 Hurricane, American 
Honda will replace the '86 Honda 
500 Interceptor Road Race Series 
with one featuring-the 600 Hurri- 
cane. Honda will pay $1500 for first 
place at 55 selected Modified Produc- 
tion class events at club races across 
the country. In addition, the pro- 
gram will pay down to fifth place at 
the same events. In all, Honda 600 
Hurricane riders will have an oppor- 
tunity to collect $174,000. 

Honda will also post a $110,000 
contingency program for VFR700 
riders at 55 selected Modilied Produc- 
tion class events at club road race 
meets. A win will be worth $1000, 
second $650 and third $350. 

A total of $131,250 will be posted 
for Honda 750cc-based superbike

riders at 11 AMA National Superbike 
road race events. In addition, a 
$35,000 championship bonus will be 
offered. American Honda contract 
riders are not eligible for awards. 

In the AMA 250cc Grand Prix road 
race class, formerly Formula Two, 
IIónda RS250R riders will be racing 
for a grand total of $40,000 in contin- 
gency cash prizes. A win will be 
worth $1000, second $650, third $350, 
fourth $300 and fifth $250. A $5000 
championship bonus will be offered. 

Honda will post $7950 for each of 
the 1987 AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship dirt track races, including 
the nine rounds of the Camel Pro 
Series. First place on a Honda will 
pay $2000, second $1000, third $800, 
fourth $750. fifth $650, sixth $600, 
seventh $575, eighth $550, ninth $525 
and 10th $500. American Honda con- 
tract riders are not eligible. 

Honda’s contingency program will 
award Honda XR and CR riders in 
the AMA ISDE Qualifier Series with 
a class win in each Qualifier being 
worth $500 and an overall win $1000.

Interview: Charles Halcomb 


The racer and executive

Whether it’s racing 


a suit and tie representing Hus- 
qvarna/Cagiva at new model 
press introductions, 29-year-old 
Charles Halcomb knows the 


hot line to success. And he’s proved 
it, too, especially when it comes to 
motorcycle competition. 

Riding a 125cc Italian-made Cagiva, 
Halcomb has: a list of accomplish- 
ments during the 1986 season alone 
that many people would like to have 
in a lifetime: He teamed up with 
Duane Summers and John Rudder to 
win the grucling Baja 1000 desert 
race, captured the 1986 ISDE Two- 
Day Qualifier Series 125cc class cham- 
pionship and claimed a gold medal 
at the prestigious International Six- 
Days Enduro in Italy. 

Looking further back, he’s ridden 
the National MX series; won the 
District-36 Cross Country Champion- 
ship in 1984, took a bronze medal 
from the ISDE in Holland the same 
year, and capped off 1984 by earning 
the AMA Sportsmanship Award. 

When Halcomb isn’t on top of his 
Cagiva winning races and collecting 
gold medals, he’s usually sitting be- 


hind his desk pushing pencils and - 


answering phone calls. He’s the press 
relations manager at Husqvarna/ 
Cagiva North America, and one of 
his primary functions there is to keep 
the press, such as various motorcycle 
magazine editors, supplied with the 
latest technical information about 
new Husqvarna and Cagiva motorcy- 
cles. 

Halcomb joined the Husqvarna 
company two years ago and has 
become one of the most respected 
persons in the motorcycle industry, 
as both a rider and a businessman. 
He's seen a lot of changes in the 
industry, especially the big change 
that 1nvolves him and a lot of other 
people — the merger between Cagiva 


at Husky/Cagiva 


the Baja 1000, time- 
keeping at the ISDE qualifier series, winning 
a medal at the ISDE itself, racing enduros 
and hare scrambles and motocross, or wearing 


and Husqvarna. We spoke with Hal- 
comb about the Husky/ Cagiva merger 
and the company's future plans, as 
well as his relatively unknown but 
outstanding racing career. 

Halcomb began his motorcycle rid- 
ing career at the age of 14 riding a 
Honda SI.100. “At first I did a lot of 
trail riding," said Halcomb, "then 
friends of mine that I trail rode with 
started racing motocross and were 
bringing home trophies. I knew I 
could beat all these guys on the trail, 
so I decided to start racing myself. I 
had a heck of a time talking my 
parents into 1t. 

"My first race happened at Laguna 
Seca, and I got a fourth place overall 
in the 100cc class, and I took home a 
uophy. I was hooked," said Halcomb. 
"Later on in the year I got a Montesa 
125 and started winning on that." 

Improving steadily, Halcomb start- 
ed getting more and more serious 
about his motocross racing and made 
many friends along the wav, such as 
Billy and Bob Grossi, and Billy's 
mechanic John Preston. With the 
help of Preston, Halcomb began hit- 
ting some of the major motocross 
events such as Hangtown and Mam- 
moth Mountain. “Preston got us to 
start sending entries in for these races, 
and we started going to them every 
year. In 1972, I rode the 125cc Novice 
class at Hangtown and won, then the 
following year I got a 250cc Husky 
and raced the Amatcur class, and I 
won that too. In 1974 I rodethe 250cc 
Expert class and I finished second. 

"After that I started racing the 


National circuit between 1975 and 


1980, as well as the Florida Winter 
AMA MX Series. That was my first 
race series, and I finished 11th 1n the 
500cc class.” 

It was during the Florida Winter 
AMA MX Series that Halcomb started 
gctting noticed by the factories. ''I 











won a couple of qualifiers, and in 
one parucular race, I battled back- 
- and-forth with Arlo Englund, and he 
- was riding a Husky too. So I got 
noticed by Terry Knott, who was 
 Husky's National motocross manager 
- back then, and Husky started helping 
- me out by giving me parts and bikes. 
After the series, I went home and got 
a contract in the mail from Husky for 
bikes and parts throughout the next 
year. 

"Myself plus four other riders went 
on the National circuit with Husky 
on the support team. There was Chuck 
Sun (who wenton to become the 1980 
500cc National Champion), Englund, 
"Jim Both, Dan Farley and myself. 
Chuck and I traveled together with 
Eric Crippa, who was Kent Hower- 
ton's mechanic. Howerton was 
Husky’s only factory rider at the 
time. Pretty soon our team became 
known as the ‘Delirious Dozen.’ It 
| seemed that there was only five of us, 
but when we used to go to Columbus, 
Ohio, and work out of the Columbus 
shop where Dick Burelson was, there 
would be five raging motocross guys 
with maybe two enduro guys, and the 
Delirious Dozen was the happening 
name." 

Halcomb's first year on the National 
circuit was a so-so onc. Bad starts and 
inconsistent finishes plagued him all 
season long. ''I used to get really bad 
starts," said Halcomb. “I don’t know 
what it was, whether it was a mental 
block or what, but I always got terrible 
starts. It was the same thing in local 
races, but I could pass everybody and 
make up for it. That wasn't the case 
in the Nationals. I just couldn't put 
any really good finishes together. I 
was kindof sporatic. I would do good 
in one moto then get a bad start or 
have bike problems in thc next. The 
best overall finish I ever got was a 
second in the 125cc Support class in 
St. Petersburg, Florida." 

C In 1978, Halcomb suffered a serious 
injury that could've ended his riding 
career. It happened at Plymouth, the 
‘original site of the Hangtown Nation- 
al. “I was racing Donnie Cantaloupi,”’ 
recalls Halcomb, “and I had passed 
him on the last lap. As I went through 
this corner, there was this tree with 


some little willow branches hanging. 


out. I had to duck my head to miss 
them, but there was this one big 
branch that I didn’t see that I was 
‘missing every lap. It was a four-inch 
limb that was disquised by all these 
little branches; I got it right on the 
top of my head and it broke my neck. 
That happened in December 1978, 
and the doctors said it would be at 
least two years before I would get full 
‘motion in my neck and that I would 
never be able to ride again. But by 
‘March 1, I was already racing and my 
neck was fine." 

~ Even though Halcomb was having 
‘an on-off season, it was the "on's" 
That kept him going, so at the start of 
the 1980 season, Halcomb was 
pumped and was determined to make 
it his year. He had a few promising 
races under his belt and had built up 
the confidence he needed. He was 
fully recovored from his injury, and 
he quit work to do extensive training 
and practicing. Everything was going 
his way — he had people working on 
his bike, plenty of support and his 
own box van. 

But at the first National of the year 
at Hangtown 1t suddenly all came to 
an abrupt end — another injury. “In 
the second lap of the first moto, a 
drunk spectator jumped over the fence 
and landed on my arm, knocking me 
off the bike. My bike's wheel caught 
my arm while it was still spinning 
and tore it up real bad. That plus a lot 
of other circumstances of events, I 
decided motocross just wasn’t meant 
for me." 
^ Atthat time, Halcomb pretty much

quit riding and moved up to Lake 
Tahoe, California, to run and organize 
atownhouse project which his father, 
who owns a ceramic tile company, 
had developed. “I had pretty much 
resolved the fact that I wasn't going 
to ride anymore when I moved up to 
Tahoe. But a couple of guys that we 
bought property from all rode motor- 
cycles, as well as a bunch of my 
Iriends. It's so beautifull up there, 
that I started riding again, which was 
in 1980. I ended up living there for 
four years, doing lots of riding. Even- 
tually I started racing District-36 hare 
scrambles events. At my first race, I 
met a bunch of nice people, such as 
John Haaker, Ken Ramsey, Jim Nor- 
ris, Dave Bertram and Jeff Irwin. 
Compared to motocross, the hare 
scrambles races were much more low- 
keyed, and the people I met were 
really neat, so I just got into riding 
cross countries. 

"In 1982 I rode a few events, and a 
year later I finished eighth in the 
District. Then, in 1984, I won the 
number-one plate in District-36 cross 
country." 

Once again, Halcomb's racing 
career was looking up. And during 
the same year, he rode the ISDE Two- 
Day Qualifier Series and qualified to 
represent the United States enduro 
team competing in the six-days in 
Holland. “I had a lot of problems in 
Holland," said Halcomb. “I rode a 
KTM, and I just had a lot of problems 
with it, so I ended up spending every 
spare moment working on the bike. 
It was just a bad six-days for me, but I 
did finish and take a bronze medal. I 
was riding on silver with only nine 
miles left to go in the whole six-days, 
then I came around this corner and 
there was Kevin Brown — one of our 
race team members — pushing his 
bike. We tried tying our fanny packs 
together so I could tow him, but that 
didn’t work. Eventually I found some 
wire and ended up towing him 1n. 
But Kevin ended up houring out, and 
I came real close to doing the same.” 

For stopping to help Brown and 
sacrificing his silver medal at the 
Holland six-days, Halcomb was given 
the AMA Sportsman of the Year 
Award. “The award was basically for 
towing Kevin in and just my sports- 
man-like conduct at the races and 
everything. It was a nice award to get. 
It was something I didn’t really expect 
or even deserve. I think anybody in 
the same predicament would've done 
the same thing I had done." 

Returning back to the U.S. from 
Holland, Halcomb spoke to Dick 
Burelson on the airplane about how 
he was considering working for KTM. 
But a few days later, Halcomb was 
contacted by Husky's Mark Blackwell, 
who said that Husky was interested 
in hiring him as well. After negotiat-

ing with both Husky and KTM, 
Ilalcomb wound up working for 
Husky. “I started doing road tests, 
working with the press relations and 
the magazines, and it was really good. 
All the guys I work and deal with are 
really good people, and I enjoy work- 
ing in the industry. It gets a little 
hectic at times, because we don't 
always havc all the information on 
the bikes and know exactly why the 
company made a lot of changes to the 


motorcycles that they did, and why 


they didn’t change other things. But 
allin all, it's a good job and I enjoy it. 
It has given me the opportunity to 
meet a lot of neat people and learn a 
lot of things about, not just thc 
motorcycle industry but, business in 
general." 

Now having a Lu cune job, Hal- 
comb doesn't have nearly as much 
time to race as he used to, so now he 
pretty much rides important selective 
events. “Mark Blackwell made it pretty 
clear that when I went to work for thc 
company, although they had racers 
on the staff, that 1f there was time 
prevailing, I could compete in events." 

One of Halcomb's top priorities 
was the 1986 ISDE Qualifier Series 1n 
which he claimed the 125cc class 
championship. With this, Halcomb 
earned a spot on the six-rider U.S. 
Trophy Team to compete in Italy last 
October, along with Larry Roeseler, 
Geoff Ballard, Dave Bertram, Fritz 
Kadlec and Chuck Miller, who are 
some of the best off-road motorcycle 
riders in the world. In Italy, Halcomb 
finished an impressive ninth in the 
125cc class on a Cagiva and claimed a 
gold medal. The U.S. Trophy Team 
finished sixth overall in Italy (the 
U.S. Trophy Team is still looking for 
its first overall win since the event 
began over 60 years ago). 

Controversy marred the Italian six- 
days in which Halcomb competed. “I 
don’t think anybody was going to 
beat Italy, regardless of how they 


rode. That was highly evident this 
year. The Italians just basically threw 
out the second and third day. Because 
of the rain and muddy conditions, 
everybody had problems, but the Ital- 
ians had more, so they ended up 
throwing those sections out. It was a 
shame they couldn't leave it alone 
and just let the riders fight it out, 
instead of using politics to determine 
the outcome. If that's the way they are 
going to play, then the next time we 
host the six-days, we'll have the event 
in Las Vegas, Neveda. 1 think riders 
like Dan Smith and Dan Ashcraft, 
with 100 mph special test sections, 
would definitely make us win. I would 
like to see tougher trails and make the 
six-days real tough. [he guys that are 
riding the event are supposed to be 
the best in the world, and it’s just a’ 
shame that politics has to come into 
play." 

On the business side of the spec- 
trum, Halcomb is currently involved 
in one of the industry's biggest hap- 
pening — the merger between Cagiva 
and Husqvarna. In a sudden and 
surprising move, the Italian Cagiva 
company bought out the Swedish- 
based Husqvarna manufacturer, leav- 
ing many Husky employees, dealer- 
ships and motorcycle owners with 
tons of questions. 

One of the first results of the buy- 
out was the shutdown of the San 
Diego, California, Husky plant to 
join Cagiva's Torrance, California, 
facility. Because of the 70-mile reloca- 
tuon move, many San Diego Husky 
employees had no choice but to leave 
the company and find new jobs. 
Halcomb, on the other hand, stayed 
with the company and moved to the 
Los Angeles, California, arca. 

"With any merger, there's bound’ 
to be many problems as far as new 
management, new policies and new 
people,” says Halcomb. “I don’t know 
if there really was a plan for the basic 
merger. It was just a kind of trade- 





companies-and-get-it-up-to-Los An- 
geles deal, so we had to do the best 
that we could to make that happen. It 
was a big job and there's sull going to 
be some problems, and procedures 
that need to be modified or changed. 
We're doing that kind of stuff every- 
day. 

"A lot of people that were working 
at Husky in San Diego had spouses 
working in good jobs, or had bought 
houses, and for one reason or another, 
they couldn't make the move up here. 
There werea lot of good people, and I 
miss working with them. Life goes 
on and we just have to make the best 
with what we have.”’ 

It seems one of the most asked 
questions about the whole change is 
how is the merger is going to effect 
the Cagiva/Husky motorcycles. Hal- 
comb explains: “Cagiva does build 
better motocross bikes than Husky, 
and by combining Husky’s R&D (race 
and developement) and Cagiva’s R&D 
experience, Cagiva will build some 
competitive motocross bikes. Husky, 
on the other hand, still builds a little 
bit better cross country and enduro 
bikes and will keep on building these 
motorcycles. 

“Cagiva is kind of the new kid in 
town, but in a relatively short time, 
they've done real well. Ihey' ve won 
two World Championships in the 
125cc class and won a few motos in 
the 250cc GPs, so their name s a little 
bit more sononymous with motocross 
than Husky’s. Husky will keep their 
name 1n the cross country and enduro, 
and Cagiva in motocross. 
"Naturally there are all kinds of 
problems when you try to combine 
something like this as far as a dealer 
network, because Cagiva right now 
has some enduro and desert bikes, 
and Husky has a 430cc and a 250cc 
motocross model. Those bikes were 
already in production when the mer- 
ver took place, so it will take probably 
a couple of years to weed out all these 
models into the line. But that's the 
basic direction that we're trying to 
ocus, the two brands being of separate 
racing. 

“By 1988, all the bikes should see 
final assembly in Italy. That's good 
because Cagiva motorcycles have a 
more polished look than the Huskys 
o. Now that's not a matter of pride 
or manufacturing techniques at the 
Swedish factory, but what it does 
ome down to is money. When Husky 
as owned by Flectrolux, they were 
only concerned with return on invest- 
ents, and that. was it. It didn't fit 
Electrolux's image to have a motor- 
ycle company under it's belt. So as 
ar as monies being provided in R&D 
9 help, maybe, make the bikes look a 
ittle bit more polished and every- 
thing, it was held back for the past 
ouple of years. With Cagiva, this 
'asn't a problem. Cagiva 1s owned 
by two brothers who loved motorcy- 
les, so the money was there to help 
R&D. So the bikes were a little bit 
ore polished and things of that 


ature. | 
“The idea of the Husqvarna name 


and bike being completely built in 
Italy is not unrealistic at all. I think 
it’s a distinct possibility. 

“Even without the motorcycle part 
of it, the Swedish factory is sull 
geared to where they could build 
quite a few machines. They can build 
lawnmowers and things; theres all 
kinds of production that they can 
still do there. It’s just like most of the 
motorcycle manufactures started out 
as gunsmiths, such as BSA (British 
Small Arms). Husqvarna, for ex- 
ample, had all the machinery to make 
these intricate little pieces; trigger 
assemblies, barrels and all the casting 
that were necessary to build a rifle or 
pistol. Maico started out as makers of 
rifles and guns. The point I’m making 
is that the machinery that the Swedish

factory have enables them to build 
other products other than just motor- 
cycles.” 


As far as racing goes, Cagiva North 
America 1s working on some major 
plans for 1987. First of all, they’ve 
picked up an outside-the-industry 
sponsor for their motocross team in 
1987. “I think that eventually all the 
companies will have to go with out- 
side sponsors. A company called Bal- 
lunga is a wine company in Italy, and 
they want to expand their market 
into the U.S. 


“The way it looks now, our moto- 
cross team will consist of two main 
National riders Mike Healey and 
Doug Dubach, and we'll havea num- 
ber of support riders. Healey and 
Dubach will concentrate on seven 
CMC Golden State Nationals and 12 
AMA Outdoor Nationals. Unfortu- 
nately we won't be getting our 250s 
until April, so they won't bé able to 
compete in the 250cc Supercross Ser- 
ies. And since they are considered 
Expert-rated riders, they can’t ride 
the 125cc Supercross Series, either. 

"We will also be supporting Mike 
Young, Craig Canoy, Terry Tinney, 
Mike Jones and Joe Waddington. 
These guys will compete in the 125cc 
AMA Western and Eastern Supercross 
Series and outdoor Nationals. We 
feel real confident with these guys. 
This upcoming year 1s going to be 
really important for us. We'll get the 
bikes out there and see how they 
compare competitive-wise against 
comparative 125s. In 1988, we'll prob- 
ably have a really big support pro- 
gram." 

In off-road racing, Husqvarna has 
almost always dominated in the desert, 
and thc way 1t looks now, that trend 
will probably keep alive. “Our off- 
road team will be pretty much be the 
same with Dan Smith, Larry Roseler, 
Dan Ashcraft and Garth Sweetland. 
They'll be riding Open Husky's in 
the desert, while Duane Summers 
will ride the 125cc class on a Cagiva. 
Scott Morris and Derrell Folks will 
ride 250cc Huskys again in 1987. 

“Terry Cunningham (four-time 
AMA National Enduro Champion) 
will return on our enduro team, as 
will Dave Bertram, Jeff Russell, Randy 
Hawkins and Jeff Irwin, while Fritz 
Kadlec and Ed Lojak will handle the 
National Hare Scrambles Series.” 

"Our involvement this year as far 
as racing and everything is sull as 
strong, in fact, it’s stronger now with 
Cagiva." e

Krause strikes at 
Rattlesnake Chase

ANCIENT DRY LAKE, CA., DEC. 7 


Paul Krause totally dominated today's racing 
at the Callen Camper-sponsored, 6th annual 
Rattlesnake Chase hare and hound, organized 
by the Fudpucker Racing Team and District 


38. Krause piloted his Suzuki 
RM250 to the victory in the 
250cc Expert class then hopped 
on his Honda CR500 and rode 


away with the win in the Open 
Expert class. Also, in the 90-minute 
team race Krause teamed with Randy 
Morales and walked away with the 
overall honors. 

In the 250cc race Krause's O'Neal/ 
Allied Suzuki/ IMS/Spectro/ Eson- 
dido Honda/ Neal Enterprises-backed 
Suzuki fired on the first kick, and he 


rocketed off the line in front of all the 
250s, Vets and Seniors. Krause power- 
ed around the nine-and-a-half-mile 
course and crossed the line on lap one 
with the lead followed by Yamaha- 
mounted Todd Kennedy, Randy 
Morales and Mark Vanscourt. On lap 
two, Krause had established a com- 
fortable margin on second place now 
held by Answer/Michelin/Tsubaki/ 
Tustin Honda-sponsored Vanscourt, 
who put on a charge on lap two and 
got by Morales and Kennedy. Krause 
maintained a lead on Vanscourt for

race, but had to settle for second place in the Open Expert division. 


the rest of the race, to take the win. 
Vanscourt tried hard to catch Krause 
but ended up finishing about 30 
seconds back at the end of the four- 
lap race. 

In the 250cc Amateur ranks, Tim 
Funk powered his Honda to a sev- 
enth place overall finish to nail down 
the victory well ahead of the second 
place Amateur Richard Domeno, who 
finished 14th overall. The Vet Expert 
class was a dogfight right down to the 
finish with the top three finishing 
10th through 12th overall. Robert 
McCarter was the first Vet Expert at 
10th overall, just ahead of Mike Ruh- 
storfer and Tiger Strauwald in llth 
and 12th overall, respectively. First 
Senior was Expert W.C. Thornton in 
29th overall. 

The Open class race saw Krause 
again beat the pack off the starting 
lime and grab the lead as they raced 
down the long start straight. Krause 
was pressured by KTM-mounted Tom 
Moen in the early stages of the race 
but was able to maintain a slim 
advantage. Krause held a fast pace 
out front and, after the second lap 
was over, he was unchallenged for 
the remainder of the race. 

Krause said, “I had a great day. It 
just came down to ride and have fun, 
everything worked well and I didn’t 
have any problems. It’s easier for me 
because I come down here and don't 


have to worry about anything and all - 


these guys are uptight about points, I 
just had fun." 

"I'm glad my Honda started in the 
Open race. I was so stoked I had my 
hands off the bars after it fired.” 

Second place 250cc Expert and Dis- 
trict 37 regular Vanscourt said, 
was in fourth place the whole time 
behind Krause, Morales and Kennedy. 
I got by Morales, then I got Kennedy, 
then I just stayed in second." 

“This was my first ume riding 
down here, and it’s just different 
from what I'm used to. It’s a lot faster 
and more like Mexico down here. I 
came here to have a really good day 
and hopefully get a win, then Paul 
shows up. But 1 don’t feel too bad, 1t 
was fun." 

Expert Robert Nolin (125cc) putin 
an excellent ride in the combined 
125cc/Open racc. Nolin crosssed the 
line on lap one in fifth overall justin 
front of class rival Bruce Taylor, but 
Nolin put on a charge that let him 
stay up with the front-running Open 
bikes for the entire four-lap race.

Return of 
the Weslake 


By Paul Carruthers 
It may be a little early to start shouting, 
“The British are coming, the British are 


coming," 


but there 1s still a flicker of life 


beating in the heart of the British motorcycle 


industry. And that pulse is, 


coming in the form of the 
Weslake. 

The company that brought 
hope back to the very-proud British 
motorcycle industry with its speed 
way success of the late seventies is 
back in business after pulling itself 
out of the financial disasters that 
struck in 1983. The Kent, England- 
based firm, that was founded by the 
late Harry Weslake, is being financed 
by English businessman Ron Jones, 
and former world class road racer 
Cliff Carr is importing the 1000cc V- 
twin and 500cc singles into the Uni- 
ted States. A 750cc engine is also in 
the works and 1s expected to be 1n the 
U.S. by April. 

Thenew Weslakes are being manu- 
factured in England by Emdair Ltd., 
a company formed by former Wes- 
lake Managing Director Mike Daniel 
and using the newly-refurbished 
Weslake facility in Rye Harbour. 
Carr is hoping to run two of the 1000s 
in the Daytona Pro Twins class with 
possibly either former Grand National 
Champion Mark Brelsford or Mexi- 
can road race champ Jesus Rodriquez 
at the controls of one of the bikes. 

"Daytona is our goal," Carr said. 
"I will be having some talks with 





some companies that are interested in 
supporting a project bike with me. 
There 1s a big effort for a six-man 
team for 1988; that would be class C 
and Battle of The Twins or what they 
now call Pro T wins. I would also like 
to hear from anv sidecar guys that 
may still be around." 

The big V-twin has already been 
used in English grass track sidecar 
racing with admirable results and 
Carr feels the engine has many uses. 
Weslake claims the engine puts out 
100 horscpowcr and although the 
sidecar only uses two gears the engine 
is available with a four-speed gear- 
box. Inaddition, Jones is working on 
a five-speed gearbox and Harris Per- 
formance in England has already 
been contacted to manufacture a road- 
going chassis for the V-twin. 

So there 1s a possibility ofa an all- 
British 1000cc V-twin. 

The 1000cc powerplant is a 50- 
degree V-twin with connecting rods 
running on a common crankshaft; 
the rear cylinder is offset to the right. 
The casings on the left side contain 
the oil pump, oil filter and timing 
pinions for the two camshaft drive 
chains. 

The bore and stroke is 90x77 8mm, 
allowing for a stiffer and more com- 
pact crank and thus more reliablity. 
The piston speeds are reduced at the 
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The Weslake -1000cc V-twin has already been used in competition. Rob 
Wilson and Keith Simmons campaigned a Weslake-powered rig in grass 
track sidecar races in England in the summer of '86.

same revs. All the main engine com- 
ponents are cast in LM25TM alumi- 
num alloy with the cases being heav- 
ily finned for stiffness. 

Weslake is playing up the reliabil- 
ity of the big twin. I he engine uses 
shell bearings and a large supply of 
oil (80psi) in order to enhance this. 
The crankshaft is 7.25-inches in dia- 
meter and is forged from a billet of 
nitrided hardened EN40B steel. The 
side-by-side big end uses Vandervell 
shells with the same dimensions (1.94 
inches in diameter and .75-inches 
wide) as the Cosworth DFV V-eight 
racing car engine. 

The two connecting rods measure 
6.75 inches between centers and are 
steel forged with polished outer faces. 
They pump fully-machined Cosworth 
pistons. The pistons have conven- 
tional cutaways for the lour valves. 

With the motor sawed in half the 
engine is turned into a modern day 
Manx; the engine will actually fit 
into a Manx chassis. Weslake’s plans 
are to produce 350, 500 and 600cc 
models featuring lots of big fins and 
the look of the classic era. The single 
has a claimed weight of around 63 
pounds with the power output being 


in the neighborhood of 55 horsep- 
ower. The bore and stroke of the 500 
is almost the same as the later, displa- 
ces 495cc and allows enough room 
for a 15 thousandths rebore on the 
steel liner. 

"We will have two of the singles 
here after Christmas,” Carr said. 
“They will be in four and five valve 
models and both will have inter- 
changable parts. We would like to 
develop some single cylinder racing 
in 1988 and they can also be used for 
nostalgia replicas like Manxs and 
G-50s. 

“There has been a lot of interest. 
I'm quite stoked and I think we 
might just make Daytona." 

Carr recently picked up the first 
1000cc V-twin sent to the U.S and is 
planning on getting the engine onto 
a dyno in the near future. Ten of the 
DOHC, four-valve engines are com- 
plete and ready for sale and the com- 
pany is currently looking for buyers 
and investors. Investment packages 
of $5000 and $50,000 are available 
and include an engine and shares in 
Weslake U.K. Ltd. Carr can be con- 
tacted at 818/703-5083 for more infor-

Jones stayed hot on Zahrt's rear 
fender for most of lap one, then 
squeezed past for the lead. A few 
turns later, Zahrt used a different line 
through a tricky left-hander and re- 


gained the point position. Staten 
dropped Olson to fourth, and the top 
three runners pulled away. 

Near the midway point, Staten 
passed Jones and began to close on 
Zahrt. With a few laps remaining, 
Staten put a move on Zahrt to gain 
the lead, and rode comfortably to the 
finish. Zahrt had a good lead over 
Jones, Olson and good race for fifth 
between Randy Minter and Ken 
Ehlers (Yamaha). 

Three-time National MX Cham- 
pion Jones rocketed into the lead 
when the gate fell for Vet Pro moto 
two, trailed by Staten, Zahrt and 
Olson. Olson grabbed third right 
away, and held off Zahrt until lap 
two, when the Honda rider took over 
the show spot and set his sights on 
the leaders. Halfway through the sec- 
ond circuit, South African National 
MX Champion Staten took over the 
lead and roosted on to the moto win, 
riding calmly to the top paying posi- 
tion. Zahrt used double-jumping tac- 
tics to make time on Jones, and ended 
the day in second. Jones wrapped up 
third overall with his 3-3 moto fin- 
ishes, while Olson settled for fourth. 

Winters got off to slow starts in 
each Vet Expert race, but won both 
motos by huge margins. The best rac- 
ing was for the runnerup spot, which 
fell to Yamaha rider Keith Ehlers in 
both motos. Honda rider George Koh- 
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Gary Jones (192) leads Kenny Zahrt in a battle for second place at the Vet 


Nationals. Zahrt passed Jones and took home second overall. 





ler carded a pair of thirds for third 
overall: Scott Freeman was fourth for 
the day. 

"Dickson holeshot moto one for the 
Vet Intermediates, but was relegated 
to second on the last lap by Michael 
Johnson. Dickson came back in moto 
two, one of the day’s best races, to 
take the win and the overall. Johnson 
was third in moto two behind Y7490 
pilot Robert IIedland, but it was 
good enough for the runner-up spot 
overall. Hedland wound up fifth in 
the opening race, and second in moto 
two after leading eight of the 10 laps, 
to earn third overall. 

The 19-entry Vet Novice class had 
Martin combining 2-1 finishes for 
the overall. First-moto winner Kent 
Reed could only muster an eighth in 
round two, to take third overall behind 
the 3-5 score of Honda rider Brad 
Sloan. Fourth went to Reid Franke's 
4-6 placings 1n the 10-lap motos. 

Kawasaki-mounted ]eff Matiase- 
vich claimed the 250cc Pro class win 
today during the regular SMX moto- 
cross program held in conjunction 
with the Vet Nationals. All three Pro 
classes were combined due to a rela- 
tively slim turnout of riders, and 
Matiasevich also won the overall. 
Honda-mounted Ty Davis topped 
moto one, and hounded Matiasevich 
during the closing laps of moto two, 
but had to settle for second 250cc Pro 
overall. Russ Wageman (Yam) was 
the 500cc class victor, and the 125cc 
Pro top money earner was Kawasaki 
rider Jimmy Palmer, who dcfcatcd 
Mike Young. , 

Ulf Johansson, riding a Honda 
CR250, topped both motos of the 
250cc Intermediates, while Robert 
Casper’s 3-2 finishes netted him sec- 
ond overall; David Benedetti was 
third. 

Honda rider Steve Wamboldt also 
posted perfect scores on his way to 
winning the 125cc Intermediates. 
Trailing him across the finish line in 
each race was Kawasaki-mounted 
Lance Barnett; Mike Dunlap was 
third overall with 4-4 finishes. 

The 250cc Novice class was won by 
Wolfgang Krogman’s l-l finishes, 
while Rudy Chavez and Steve Adam- 
son rounded out the top three overall.

The Marine Corps Motorcycle

The United States Marine Corps has rein- 
vented the wheel. Actually one should say 
two wheels, in the form of the new Marine 


Corps Motorcycle (MCM). After a gap of 40 


years the Marine Corps is back 
into motorcycles. The primary 
mission of the 250cc bikes and 
specially trained riders is to pro- 
vide secure Communications in the 
increasingly hostile electronic warfare 
environment of the modern battle- 
field. Electronic warfare includes 
jamming radio networks and inter- 


se ant See from the air- 
, Nith advent of powerful 










mini- and microcomputers on the 
battlefield, the task of decryption or 
decoding of radio messages may be 
widespread enough that the Marine 
Corps sees the need to have an avenue 
of completely safe battlefield com- 
munication. 

The basic motorcycle is a Kawa- 
saki DOHC, four-valve four-stroke, 
water-cooled KL250DC3. Hayes Man- 
ufacturing Company of Rancho 
ucamonga, California, takes show-

room stock, dual purpose, enduro 
bikes and turns them into Marine 
machines. 

Headlight, taillight and turn sig- 
nals can be found on these bikes as 
well as a set of very low intensity 
“blackout” lights for traveling in 
convoy where a low light level is re- 
quired. A special three-position switch 
gives the rider full lights with brake 
lamp and turn signals or blackouts 
only. 

The most interesting position is a 
variation on the old moonshine haul- 
er’s taillight switch which cuts off all 
lights for combat or surveillance pur- 
poses. A mere flash of a brake light in 
combat would be sure to give away 
position and bring unwelcome atten- 
tion. Attention in the form of lots of 
incoming firc. 

Although the primary purpose may 
be dispatch riding, the Corps is leav- 
ing no stone unturned in its evalua- 
tion of the usefulness of these motor- 
cycles. Reconnaissance and artillery 
spotting are being evaluated. The 
Military Police, riding herd on con- 
voy duty, have given rave reviews to 
the use of the bikes as they save time, 
fuel and are far more maneuverable 
than the Jeep. 

. Hayes Manufacturing has delivered 
209 bikes to the Marine Corps at 





Camp Lejeune, North Carolina, and 
Camp Pendleton, California. In the 
initial phases of the contract, Hayes 
supplied maintenance support and 
trained the first class of instructors 
for the Marine Corps training pro- 
gram. 

The training program at Camp 
Pendleton is administered by Gunnery 
Sergeant Duret Gray. Gray is the 
head of the street motorcycle safety 
program at Camp Pendleton and was 
approached by G-3 (training com- 
mand) as the most qualified to deal 
with the problem of getting the cycles 
and riders integrated into the Corps. 
Says Gray of the new motorcycle 
duty, “Everybody wants to get into 
this program because, basically, it’s 
fun." Gray says when he talks to divi- 
sion headquarters they invariably refer 
to him as "the Gunnery Sergeant 
from the ‘easy rider’ school." 

Safety is the first consideration in 
training, because these riders must 
share the roads and maneuver areas 
with vehicles which may weigh 60 
tons or more. If you think a Datsun is 
a hard thing to slam into, try the 
frontal armor of a tank or amphib- 
lous assault vehicle. 

Paint for these Marine bikes may 
be more expensive, at $70 a gallon, 
than the best automotive or cycle fin- 
ishes because it suppresses 45% of the 
infra-red signature of the bike as seen 
on night viewing devices. The paint, 
by reducing heat reflectivity through 
absorption, cuts the heat visible on 
infra-red scopes down to one small 
“hot spot” at the engine cylinder and 
head. 

Chief instructor Sgt. Virgil Step- 
hens saw the bike and rider on a night 
viewing device and said, “The only 
hot spots were at the wrists of the 
rider and the single spot of the 
engine." 

With the new infra-red suppress- 
ing field uniforms the gap showing 
heat loss between glove and sleeve 
can be remedied leaving bike and 
rider protected from high-tech eyes. 

The bike has dual radiators with 
an electric fan at the right side to keep 
the engine cool at extended idle and 
give longer engine life due to more 
even temperature control. The cool- 
ing system actually has a tempera- 
ture gauge rather than a simple idiot 
hght. A spark arrestor/muffler takes 
the place of the usual muffling system. 
This exhaust system cuts down the 
acoustic signature and keeps Smokey 
the Bear happy as well. -

ranty that Kawasaki provides the stock 
KL250. Knowing the demands that 
the Marine Corps makes of men and 
material, that may be the best part of 
thé deal for the taxpayer. 

One does wonder why the MCM 
contract specifies two Bell LTD hel- 
met for each cycle. The bike only 
holds one rider. Well, theirs is not to 
reason why..... 

Steve Downey from Tracak of 
Riverside, California, was kind 
enough to go out on a limb and let 
this cupcake rider try one of the stock 
KL250s out behind their shop area. 

The engine was responsive and 
had an even power curve. Front fork 
travel was sufficient for the curbs and 
pucker bush encountered at the off 
street location. 

The same features that appeal to 
the average rider such as remote choke 
lever and the counterbalancing, stator 
type electrical generation system must 
have appealed to the Marine Corps. 
The use of capacitor discharge igni- 
tion and the easy to change pads on the 
smooth, positive, front disc brake add 
to the MCM in its capacity as a low 
maintenance, multi-purpose, Marine 
Corps vehicle 

Other features which may have led 
to its adoption are liquid-cooling 
and the adjustable preload on the 
single shock/spring combination of 
the rear suspension. That pre-load 
adjustment is needed when extra 
weight is added to the rack over the 
rear fender. Ihe tool kit has been 
moved from that location to a front 
fender mounting to allow an added 
load of up to 50 pounds to be strapped 
to the back of the MCM. Fifty pounds 
is a lot of meals-ready-to-eat (MRE), 
extra fuel, or, more importantly, it’s 
quite a few units of blood or plasma 
and 50 pounds of ammocan make the 
difference between survival or defeat 
in certain battlefield situations. 

With manufacturers’ claims what 


they are today, Fred Hayes of Hayes 
Manufacturing Company had to find 
out for himself just what the MCM 
would do. Hayes states performance 
is just fine for the Marine Corps bikes 
with a top speed “in excess of 80 
miles-per-hour.'' 

That makes the MCM the fastest in 
the Marine Corps inventory of land 
vehicles. As far as being unarmed, the 
addition of a grenade launcher and/or 
M-16 rifle slung over the back of the 
rider would give plenty of defensive 
and offensive firepower. 

Riders will be issued with the new 
9mm Beretta, NATO compatible, 
sidearm which features a 16-round 
capahility per magazine. 

The most devastating weapon the 
rider could carry would be a laser 
designator. The rider linked to air- 
borne or artillery elements with secure 
communications could, when ordered, 
illuminate high priority targets with 
an invisible laser beam. Artillery pro- 
Jectiles or missiles and bombs re- 
leased at some distance home in on 
the laser designated target with bull's 
eye precision giving the MCM Marine 
the power of an entire artillery bat- 
tery or a squadron of Harrier jets. 

It remains to be seen just what the 
MCM will be nicknamed. Every mil- 
itary weapon or vehicle seems to have 
a nickname these day s. Army officials 
worried that the “Hummer” nick- 
name for the new Jeep replacement 
would rhyme with the word bummer 
so 1t has been most decidely changed 
to Humvee. 

No doubt the wheels are turning 
on the matter of what the MCM will 
be called by the troops, and the name 
“Marauder” seems to strike a military 
chord, but maybe that should be left 
up to the enlisted men who will ride 
this motorcycle.over the battlefield 
delivering messages too valuable to 
be left to the open airwaves and the 
ears of the enemy. e

Thompson attempted to collect on 
the judgement. When federal Judge 
John E. Ryan ordered the sale of 
SMC's assets — the most important 
of which was the rzght to promote 
specified AMA-sancuoned Supercross 
races — Thompson was notified as 
an SMC creditor and decided to bid. 

Thompson started the bidding at 
$125,000 cash, and Clayton followed 
up witha bid of $125,000 in cash and 
$50,000 in securities. Clayton quickly 
topped cach successive bid made by 
Don Rothman, Thompson's attor- 
ney, until Rothman asked for a five- 
minute recess with Clayton’s stand- 
ing bid of $625,000 on the floor. 
Rothman, Thompson and a host of 
lawyers left the courtroom for a quick 
conference in the hall. 

When they returned, Rothman told 
the court, “We have completed our 
bidding and would like to congratu- 
late Mr. Clayton." 

“I'm happy,” said Thompson after 
the proceedings. “This means that 
I'll get paid." 

"Since we're the primary creditor 
(of SMC), we couldn't lose," Roth- 
man added. 

Goodwin was ecstatic when the 
final gavel fell. 

I’m just thankful for support from 
my employees and the industry,” 
Goodwin said. “It took that support 
to help pull us through this night- 
mare. Now we can get on with doing 
what we do best, promoting these 
events and giving the fans a great 
show." 

According to Goodwin, firm dates 
for 1987 Supercross Inc., events in- 
clude AMA-sanctioned Supercross 
races in Anaheim, January 31; San 
Diego, February 14; Phoenix, Ariz- 
ona, March 14; and Atlanta, Georgia, 
April 18-19. Tentative dates include 
races in Sacramento, California; Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota; Denver, Colo- 
rado; and Los Angeles, California. 


California 
helmet law 
introduced 


SACRAMENTO, CA, DEC. 9 

As expected, a bill calling for 
mandatory helmet use by all 
motorcyclists using public road- 
ways has been introduced in 
the California State Legislature. Assem- 
blv Bill 36 was pre-filed by Assem- 
blyman Richard Floyd (D-Haw- 
thorne) and thus will likely be con- 
sidered early in the 1987 California 
legislative session. 

California has the greatest concen- 
tration of motorcyclists 1n the nation, 
with 703,000 registered bikes and 
750,000 licensed riders, but has never 
had an adult mandatory helmet law. 
When the Federal Surface Transpor- 
tation Act of 1966 mandated that all 
states adopt helmet laws or face los- 
ing federal highway funds, all but 
three complied. Illinois found the 
law to be contrary to their state con- 
stitution, and Utah's modified helmet 
law did not meet federal require- 
ments. The current law in California 
calls for mandatory helmets for riders 
under 15% years old. That went into 
effect in 1980, a vear that saw motor- 
cyclists organize and lobby against 
an overall mandatory helmet law 
with the result that the bill died in 
committee, 








Bob Terry, staff assistant to Floyd, 
cited economics as a major reason for 
the helmet bill. “Too many motorcy- 
clists hecome wards of the state when 
they’ receive serious head injuries 
resulting from an accident, and the 
taxpayers end up paying for their 
care," he said. “This puts a burden of 
millions of dollars on the state.” 

When questioned about bicycle 
accidents, the most frequent cause of 
injuries requiring emergency room 
treatment, Terry commented, ‘We 
have to slay the dragons one at a time. 
We can't take on too much at once." 
Terrv said that a helmet law for bicy- 
cleriders would have to be considered 
“on its own. We can't take on too 
much at once," he said. 

The 140,000-plus member strong 
American Motorcyclist Association 


along with the motorcycle manufac- ` 


turer supported Motorcycle ‘Safety |; 
Foundation has stressed the impor- | 
tance of rider education to increase 
riding skills and teach riders the 
importance of using safety equip- 
ment. On the top of rider ed, Terry 
commented, “The state program is 
not quite ready yet, but as I under- 
stand it, riders show up at the Motor- 
cvcle Safety Foundation courses, take 
the course, and ride away with the 
helmet strapped to the sissy bar. (The 
MSF requires students to wear hel- 
mets while taking MSF courses.) I 
think it’s like driver education--they 
show them the movies of traffic acci- 
dents, and thev still don't use their 
scat belts.” 

Though Terry conceded that hel- 
met use was “three times" higher 
than seat belt use in California, he 
also admitted that he had seen reports 
that showed higher levels of helmet 
use among rider ed course graduates. 

Regarding his mandatory helmet 
bill, Assemblyman Floyd was quoted 
in the September issue of Easyriders | 
magazine as saying, ‘I think I can get 
it (the helmet bill) through the first 
year it’s 1ntroduced...I' ll bring in the 
witnesses that are best for me. I'm not 
going to bring in other witnesses . . 
I'm going to stack the deck." 

AMA Vice President for Govern- ; 

ment Relations Rob Rasor said, "The 
helmet. laws show the erosion of 
individualism in this nation, The 21- 
vear-old drinking laws. the seat belt 
laws and now the helmet laws. Even 
the national 55 mph speed limit. 
These are all things society has done 
on this so-called ‘greater good’ the- 
ory. What's next?” 
The AMA supports helmet use, and 
urges all motorcyclists to wear hel- 
mets whenever they ride. But unlike 
the Motorcycle Industry Council, a 
major helmet manufacturer, and at 
least one major motorcycle manufac- 
turer, the AMA also supports the idea 
that freedom of choice in the assump- 
tion of risk is a basic tenet of any free 
society. In exercising this choice, over 
50-percent of all riders nationwide 
choose to wear helmets, showing that 
motorcyclists are already safety-con- 
scious and not in need of mandatory 
helmet legislation. In comparison, 
voluntary seat belt use stood at 12- 
percent prior to mandatory seat belt 
laws, and rose to less than 50-percent 
after enacting such laws. 

A National Highway Transporta- 
tion Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
report on brain and spinal injuries 
shows that while transportation 
accidents account for 51.6-percent of 
these types of injuries, motorcycles 
and bicycles combined account for 
only 4.6-percent. NHTSA has re- 
cently favored motorcycle safety pro- 
grams that provide a comprehensive 
approach, those which emphasize the 
importance of rider education, alco- 
hol awareness, conspicuity enhance- 
ment, protective clothing, and driver 
awareness, as well as helmet use, to 
rider safety. * 








Well, I'll be damned. I struck a 
nerve out there with “How 
Cranston Won.” Cycle News

It also 
corroborated my long standing posi- 
tion on the subject with all the other 
motorsports media. I'm in the pro- 
cess of checking with other maga- 
zines to see if they will change then 
stance and commence any political 
awareness programs. So far those 
results are negative, but I'll report on 
the final outcome later. 


What next, doc? 

We've got something good started. 
It's not much yet. but it's a begin- 
ning. We need to turn our negative 
emotions into positive action. There's 
plenty of issues out there that are 
going to affect you as a rider. We can 
do something to swing political deci- 
sion making in our favor and not 
against us as has been the wend. 

We've got the muscle and power. 
We can turn it into affirmative action 
with your help. Your friend's help. 
Your neighbor's help. Your family's 
help. Cycle News 1s considering tak- 
ing the forefront in political aware- 
ness and pioneering information on 
the issues and the people behind 
them. This is a two-way street. You 
must support Cycle News’ program. 
And Cycle News must support your 
interests. 

There are 12 to 15 million, quite 
possibly more, motorcycle riders and 
owners in America. Between January 
and June of this year Senator Cran- 
ston received 64,000 letters and other 
correspondence against his Wilder 
ness Bill from across the country. 
Let’s say half of those were from 
bikers--32,000. That's only one-quar- 
ter of one-percent (0.25% b) of the biker 
population. 

Now come on! Don't anyone tell 
me we can’t do better than that. Only 
one in 400 bikers took time to object 
to Cranston stealing over 12-million 
acres from us. That’s a pretty poor 
showing, wouldn’t you say? We can 
sure do a helluva lot better; right! 


Solidarity 

First off let’s get one main thing 
Straight. We're all under the same 
guns whether you ride street or dirt, 
motorcycle or ATV, racing or plea- 
sure. We've got to scratch each other's 
back. If the 1ssues or politicians or 


bureaucrats oppose any of our inter- 


ests, we have to let them know they 
will have to take us all on. 

We've got a lot more strange bed- 
fellows than you imagine. For exam- 


ple the Wilderness Bilk- wilL-effec- 
tively shut out not only off-roaders. 
Rock hounds, fisherman, hang glid- 
ers, ultra lights, personal watercraft, 
the elderly, Boy/Girl Scouts, school 
groups. solar/geothermal energy and 
on and on; they’re all shut out. And 
the 55 mph speed limit affects liter- 
ally every American. 

So don’t think issues which nega- 
tively affect us are limited to just bik- 
ers. Tell your friends and neighbors 
and mothers and fathers. Get them to 
write and call too. 


Testing: One, Two, Three 

Let's do a test program and see 
what you (and mc) can do. Here's an 
easy one (and one we can quickly and 
casily check). Now remember; we're 
all together regardless of preference 
or locality. 

Los Angeles County Supervisor 
Mike Antonovich has proposed and 
endorsed (on official documents) that 
bikers on the Angeles Crest & Forest 
Highway be subject to ‘special en- 
forcement.” Anyone who's ridden or 
driven the "Crest" will tell you it’s 
one of the great mountain roads 1n 
the country. In my travels it rates as 
one of the top five in the world! 

Supervisor Antonovich has gone 
above and bevond by endorsing 
special purchase and fitting of radar 
to California Highway Patrol vc- 
hicles--at $3700 each--to selectively 
bust bikers on the Crest beginning in 
February. There are two fallacies with 
this heavy handed and.expensive mil- 
itarism: One, the CHP is not funded 
to own radar; Two, the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff, which has jurisdic- 
tion on the Crest, has had and con- 
tinues to use radar on these roads. 

So let’s let Supervisor Antonovich 
know that we think his proposal 
stinks. both as bikers and taxpayers. 
Here's where you lodge your opin- 
ion: L.A. Board of Supervisors, Super- 
visor Michael D. Antonovich, Hall of 
Administration, Room 869, 500 W.

Frank was in 
complete control of the moto as he 
blasted out to a 15-second lead by the 
halfway point of the race.

Manley held the second 
place spot in thc first part of the 12- 
lap moto, but Healey jammed past 
Manley just before the halfway mark 
of the race. Manley hadn't given up 
though, as he dueled tor the runner 
up spot in a wheel-to-wheel battle 
with Healey for the next few laps. 

With two laps to go, Frank was 
way out front and had it on cruise 
control; Healey had a secure second 
and Manley had faded back in third. 
When Frank came around for the 
white flag, both Healey and Manley 
had dropped out and Frank had a 
39-second lead on Tinney, who had 
inherited second when Healey and 
Manley DNF.

I mean when you first got on the 
four-cylinder in 1984. 

Well, you can’t compare the '84 four- 
cylinder to this one. The '84 four- 
cylinder was something you want to 
go to the Smithsonian and look at, 
but not ride. Randy could tell you that. 
Ron Haslam, every time he got off of 
it would say I'm glad you're riding it 
and not me. No, but it was really 
difficult, really unpredictable. The 
'85 four-cylinder was good, the '86 
four-cylinder could have been good, 
but it takes a lot of work of knowing 
what works and what doesn t. If you 
get the factory going off in the wrong 
direction or for that matter thc tirc 
manufacturer going off in the wrong 
direction it's hard to recover from 
that. And I think that’s one thing that 
going into next I'll have the oppor- 
tunity to compare this year's bike and 
Erv and I have also put in a lot of time 
with the factory, even though I 
haven't raced, looking at thc infor- 
mation gathere d from this year to put 
into next year's bike. 

And that was information from 
Raymond Roche and Wayne Gardner? 
Basically, yes. Because Erv stayed on 
working with Raymond, trying dif- 
ferent things so we wouldn't get too 
far behind. You get a year behind... 
But is there really any purpose in that 
because Raymond's riding is almost 
nothing at all like yours. 

Well we're pretty sure that much of 
what information I was giving them 
or what they were giving them was 
totally different. 

So, what's the point? 

Well, I guess reliability and things 
like that. 

But the reliability was good in '85. 
Sure and it's good now. All the bikes 
are. The Yamahas are. 

You've said that onc of the biggest 
problems with the four-cylinder is 
that it doesn't want to change direc- 
tion. 

Right, and that’s where you get into 
single crankshaft, twin crankshaft. 
You're getting all of that inertia out 
there on the ends of the single crank- 
shaft with our four-cylinder. 
Raymond said that when you turn on 
the power it wants to go straight 
through the corner and not around 
the corner. 

And I've been through that. 

And there's nothing you can do 
about it. 

That's the V-four. That's their philo- 
sophy. You have to work around it. 
I’ve set up the bike and I've done 
everything possible from week to 
week for a particular race track to 
make it work the best I can. If not you 
must ride harder. I'm not going to ride 


over my head. I know my limits, but 
sure it's been a detriment. 

The best way to do that is to keep it 
way up on the power, isn't it? 

To keep it spinning so that you re 
not going through the range and also 
having thc precision. You have to 
have it turned at the proper moment 
when you want the power to come in 
to have it pointed in the right direc- 
tion. Sometimes you can't be as 
smooth as you might want to be. You 
might have to fight it some, but like I 
said it is important that you be in the 
right place at the right time. 

Did you think at all about riding a 
250 next year? 

Yes. It was one of those moments 
when I was 1n my house and I had 
nothing else to think about and I was 
thinking about a way to impress 
myself, to show myself how tough I 
can be. But as soon as I really thought 
about it my senses came right back to 
me and I said, no thanks, I'll just go 
out and try to racc the 500. That was 
pretty much the end of it. I mean. 
'85 I enjoyed, and I feel very fortunate 
and I would do it again. But not after 
a year like this year. It's just. not 
nccessary. I have nothing to prove to 
myself or I feel anybody else in th: i 
area and it's so hard on Erv and it's 
harder on those guys than it ison me. 
You've seen the schedule for next 
year. 

I think that's good and bad. I think 
it's good from the standpoint that a 
lot of countries want a race and for 
the health of the sport I like to see 
that. The traveling is going to be 
tough on everybody. I mean when I 
was growing up we did over 50 races a 
year. These (Grand Prix races) are a 
lot more pressure and there's more 
money involved and everything else. 
I think it's going to be tough on the 
Crews. 

Like I said, looking at it strictly 
from the health of the sport it’s good 
that so many people want it and I 
noticed that Bernie Ecclestone is get- 
ung heavily involved. I don't know if 
you read the USA Today poll that 
showed that we were only two-percent 
behind Formula One racing in popu- 
larity in the United States. And 
they’re on TV live, so that’s good. 
Still there’s no Grand Prix here. 

If Czechoslovakia and Argentina and 
Hungary and Brazil can have one we 
can surely have one. I think it’s just a 
matter of the AMA is concerned about 
the Grand National Championship 
and their racing. I think it's just a 
mattcr of a strong individual with a 
well-known. credible promoter gelt- 
ting a sponsor, getting a network. 
And Laguna Seca already draws a 
crowd. The race track would have to 
be lengthened and it is being leng- 
thened and made safer. æ

Norm Benedum splashed his 
way to victory Saturday aboard 
his Barry Kopecky tuned Yama- 
ha RZ350 during the rain-soak- 


ed final round of racing at Firebird 
Raceway. Benedum’s victory in the 
Stock D class capped off a scason of 
perfect finishes for the seven-year 
PRRO veteran and the announce- 
ment of his retirement from road rac- 
ing. '"This was my last year of sprint 
racing," announced Benedum at the 
trophy presentation. "I'm going to 
pursue a career in bicycle racing.’ 
This vear's overall win marked the 
third one for the Tempe motorcycle 
shop owncr and he gave most of the 
credit to his tuner Barry Kopecky. 

In Stock C racing Rick Williams 


brought his new Kawasaki 600RX 
Ninja home in first place after hold- 
ing off the advances of John Knox's: 

Yamaha F]600. First in Stock B went 
to Chuck Folley while Jeff Anderson 
survived the wet conditions and 








numerous crashes to take the Stock A 
class win. 

Kye Gunn took the overall win in 
the Superbike race and the A class 
victory. Michael Ross came back [rom 
a crash in the Stock Production race 
to take second overall in the Super- 
bike event for first in Superbike C. 
Scott Willock survived two practice 
crashes to win the Superbike D class. 

Gunn barrelled across the finish 
line for an uncontested first overall 
and first in Formula One racing 
while John Knox turned in a consist- 
ent ride for first in Formula Two. 
Marc Schaffer took his RZ to victory 
in Formula Three.

Schilling scores at 
Marysville MX

MARYSVILLE, CA, NOV. 30 
Richard Schilling took his 
500cc Honda to double moto 
wins in the CMC Old Timer 
Expert class today at Marysville. 
He got the win, but not without a 
strong effort and some hard riding. 

The start of the first moto saw 
Terry Sage on his Yamaha grab the 
holeshot with Schilling dead last. 
ATK rider, Bill McClinton was in 
fourth as the riders went down the 
short chute toward the river. By the 
time the experts hit the first levee 
jump, McClinton had moved to third 
and Schilling was starting to pass 
slower riders. 

As the second lap was completed, 
Sage, McClinton and Schilling could 
have been covered by a queen-sized 
blanket. With McClinton and Schil- 
ling pressing, Yamaha mounted Sage 
dumped it in a soft, sandy turn and by 
the time he recovered, he was a dis- 
tant third. McClinton as the new 
leader, had Schilling right on his 
silencer for two laps. As the two 


approached the big levee jump mid- 


way through the last lap, Schilling 
cranked on the throttle just a little 
harder and as they cleared the levee 
and made a nice pass to grab the lead. 
Schilling maintained the lead to take 
the checkered flag. 

The start of moto number two had 
the same players fighting it out for 
the holeshot with Sage’s Yamaha 
digging it out for first. Schilling had 
a much better start with a second and 
McClinton was in fourth. By the time 
the riders cleared the short chute, 
Schilling had taken over first. He left 
everyone else in the dustand rodetoa 
second moto win and a first overall 
for the day. The moto ended a carbon 
of the first with McClinton taking a 
second and Sage a third for the 
afternoon. 

The drop of the gate for the 250cc 
Pro class had Honda rider Jim 
Robertson grabbing the lead over 
Kelly Andris, but he was unable to 
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Willie Surratt rode his Suzuki RM125 to the 125cc Pro class win at 
California Racing Club's Edwards Air Force Base motocross. 


maintain it as Andris passed him 
down the short chute. As the first lap 
was completed, Shaun Wooten had 
powered his Ilonda from eighth to 
fourth. While Andris was fighting off 
Robertson, Wooten continued to 
move through traffic. At the end of 
lap two, Wooten was breathing down 
Robertson’s neck, but by the time 
Wooten made his pass into second, 
Andris had stretched out a long lead. 
With the last lap approaching, 
Wooten began making his move to 
first. He closed within inches of 
Andris’ rear tire, finally making a 
smooth pass over a short jump. The 
momentum carricd Wooten to the 
checkered flag first with Andris’ 
Honda in second and Kawasaki rider 
Eric Samstrom a very distant third. 
Wooten wasted no time in the 
sccond moto, hustling out to the 
holeshot. Allen Berluu, who was 
fourth in the first moto, hung on like 
a shadow to Wooten, building a sizc- 
able lead over third place Andris. The 
pace was too much for Berluti how- 
ever, and by lap three, Wooten began 
to pull away. Berluti, not to be out 
done, developed a good lead over 
third. The checkered flag dropped for 
Wooten and 15 seconds later Berluti 
crossed the line. Andris finished an- 
other 15 seconds later for third. Over- 
all, Wooten's 1-1 gave him top money, 
Andris, with a 2-3 took second and 
Berluti’s 4-2 placed him in third.

Jaehne jams to 
Baylands GP win

Gary Jachne walked away with 
two first-place awards at the 
end-of-the-season Baylands 
Grand Prix. 


Today’s format began with divi- 
sions of rider classes and seeding into 
a three-moto form scheduled to last 
45 minutes plus one lap. At day’s end 
Jachne had ridden two 45 minute 
motos back to back and went home 
with a first-place turkey in the Open 
Junior and the Veteran Intermediate 
classes. All first-place riders in each 
class with six or more entries were 
entitled to a 12-pound turkey in place 
of a trophy. After 34 laps of racing 
Jaehne certainly earned his rewards. 

His first class was the Vet Inter- 
mediate class, and he was sent away 
from the gate with all other Vets and 
Old Timers in wave number two. 
First wave was all 125cc machines re- 
gardless of Amateur classification. 
Third group away was the 80cc Minis. 

It became apparent that Jachne 
was riding a calculated race, and in 
the fast, flat portions of the course, he 
was as quick and using those por- 
tions of the long course to rest. At the 
end of the first 45-minute event, 
Jaehne was third overall to cross the 
finish line. Winner of the 125cc class, 
Ryen Warr (Intermediate) was first to 
get the checkers, and was followed by 
Duane Hughes (Vet Master) and 
Jaehne. 

After a short break, Jaehne was 
back on the grid for another 45-minute 
plus-one-lap moto in the Open Ju- 
nior class. The Pros constituted the 
first wave, followed by the Juniors 
and Intermediates, then the Open Be- 
ginncrs. Jachne used his same racc 
plan, which took him to another first 
in class after finishing second overall 
to Gary Rabe on his KTM.

Surratt tops 3 
Edwards AFB MX

LANCASTER, CA, NOV. 30 

The Desert Wheels M/C spent 
three weeks prepping the 
Edwards Air Force Base MX 
track for today's CRC MX and 
excellent track conditions greeted a 
large turnout of riders. Willie Surratt 
mastered the track and took home tap 
honors in the 125cc Pro class while 
Mike Kiedrowski scored the victory 
in the 250cc Pro ranks. 

When the gate dropped on the first 
125cc Pro moto it was Yamaha Sup- 
port rider Jeff Maybery grabbing the 
holeshot with Team Green's Kied- 
rowski and Dirt Bike Magazine-spon- 
sored Lance Johnson in tow. As thc 
pack hit the mid-section of the track 
the positions started to sort out anda 
flying Surratt was working his way to 
the front on his new Suzuki. 

By lap four Kiedrowski had got 
around Maybery in the back section 
of the track and Surratt had passed 
Johnson for third. The top three 
positions held up for most of the 
moto, but in the closing laps Surratt 
had closed the gap on Maybery in 
second and made a pass to nab the 
runner up spot just before the check 
ers. Kiedrowski took the win with 
Surratt and Maybery following. 

In the second moto Surratt put his 
Suzuki in the lead right off the bat, 
but gave up the lead to Kiedrowski 
when he slid out in a turn. Surratt 
was up quickly and was back in third 
place in no time at all, then passed 
Johnson for second in less than a lap. 
For three laps Surratt chased Kied- 
rowski until the leaders entered a 
whoop section and Surratt launched 
past Kiedrowski into the lead. The 
lead pair remained close all the way 
to the finish with Surratt scoring the 
win and the overall victory, Kied- 
rowski was second and Maybery was 
third. 

There were over a dozen 250cc Pro 
riders on the line for start of the first 
moto and it was the Kawasaki of 
Kiedrowski leading the pack in the 
early part of lap one, ahead of Mayb- 
ery and Eddie Hicks. The trio freight- 
trained around the course and pulled 
out a good-sized gap on Gary Semics 
in fourth place. The moto ended in 
the same order; Kiedrowski first, May- 
bery second and Hicks third. 

Moto two saw Hicks making a 
quick move for the lead, but Kied- 
rowsk1i had thestart gate wired and hc 
blasted into the lead. Kiedrowski led 
Hicks and Maybery again for the 
entire moto, but Maybery was deter- 
mined to improve his third place fin- 
ish-in the previous moto. Maybery 
pressured Hicks again and again, 
only to have Hicks block him off each 
time. Late in the moto Maybery used 
the pass similar to the one that Sur- 
ratt had used in the 125cc Pro race to 
launch his Yamaha past Hicks and 
into second. Kiedrowski had a com- 
fortable lead which he held to the 
finish for the overall win, followed 
by Maybery and Hicks. 

In the Women’s ranks today Mindy 
Smith held off the charge of. Kelly 
Halfhill to score the win in the Ama- 
teur ranks and in the Novice division 
Lori Hedstrom fought off Tina Zahrt 
for that class’ top honors.

the big money winner of the evening 
and picking up where he left off at 
the end of the 1985-86 series. The 
23-year-old Kawasaki rider, who won 
the championships in both the 125 ` 
and 250cc Pro classes in the arena- 
cross last season, looked like a sure 
bct to win both mains in tonight's 
event by winning both his heats with 
little difficulty.

Tim Buchli found” 
himself wedged into fourth with 
Suzuki rider, Clay Hoenshell, fight- | 
ing hard to move up from filth. Haw- * 
thorne was back in seventh. 

In the next few laps, Semar was the 
man to watch as he and Daft formed a 
tight uio with Richardson, who was 
riding on the ragged edge in control 
of the number-one position. On lap 
four Semar took advantage of a quick 
jam-up and captured the lead when 
Richardson tangled with a lapper. 
During the ninth lap Semar slipped. 
wide allowing Richardson, Daft and 
Hawthorne (who had been working 
his wav up through the pack) to get 
by. 

One lap later Hawthorne, sull in 
third, could feel tremendous pressure - 
from Honda-mounted Semar. Finally, 
with less than a lap to go Hawthorne 
made a small bobble. Semar took 
advantage of the slip and slid past. 








Hawthorne for third. Up to that 
point Richardson held off second- 
place Daft. Daft was running close 
behind the leader since the first lap 
and appeared to have the number- 
two slot in the bag. But on the final 
lap he was zapped by Semar. Semar 
didn't slow down after passing Daft, 
but went on to challenge Richardson 
for the lead just feet before the finish. 
The finish saw Richardson in first, 
Semar second, Daft third and Haw- 
thorne fourth. 

A much different story unfolded as 
the 250cc Pro final got underway. 
This time Hawthorne got the hole- 
shot with Jason Upshaw second and 
Kip Sandell third. Tim Buchli com- 
pleted the first lap in fourth place 
with Daft in fifth. At the end of that 
first lap Richardson was locked in 
sixth place, while Semar was 10th. 

Sandell and Upshaw swapped pla- 
ces until Sandell got out of shape and 
dropped back to sixth. The battle 
continued until lap seven when Up- 
shaw momentarily lost power and 
dropped to seventh. This put Buchli 
in second and Richardson in third. 

On the last lap Richardson got 
past Buchli 1n heavy traffic to finish 
second behind Hawthorne. Buchli 
collected third-place money, while 
Daft finished fourth; Semar fifth.
